| Phe Board of Governors of the 
Building Trades Employers Associa- 
ftion unanimously voted yesterday af- 
ternoon to declare a lockout of 75,000 
building trades workers, effective at 
5 P. M. tomorrow, and to rescind 
the five-day week and 10 per cent 
‘wage increase granted on May 4. 
This action was taken on the ground 
that the Building Trades Council, 
headed by John Halkett, had violated 
its promise to call off sympathetic 
strikes in support of Electrical Work- 
ers Union, Local 3. 

Instead of calling off the sympa- 
thetic strikes, the Building Trades 
Council submitted to the employers 
yesterday an ultimatum similar to 
the demand made last week by H. H. 
Breach, international vice president 
of the Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, who had insisted that 
three electrical contractors withdraw 
from the Building Trades Employ-

In the statement signed by him as 
head of the Building Trades Council 
and which he read to his associates 
on the executive committee for the 
first time just before entering the 
joint meeting with the employers 
yesterday, Mr. Halkett alleged the 
existence of a ‘‘conspiracy’’ by the 
employers to ‘‘blacklist and punish’’ 
those electrical contractors who did 
not fight the move for the five-day 
week initiated by the electricians’ 
union. 

Mr. Halkett denied that he and his 
associates had promised to call off 
the sympathetic strikes on jobs 
where three electrical contractors 
affiliated with the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association had _  at- 
tempted to continue their work with 
non-union men after the union had 
refused to furnish men. 


Employers Decry Conditions. 


On behalf of the employers’ asso- 
ciation, Christian G. Norman, chair- 
man of the Board of Governors, de- 
clared that after the meeting yester- 
day between the executive commit- 
tees of the two associations ‘‘it was 
apparent that for some unseen rea- 
son the men on the committee repre- 
senting the Building Trades Council 
were not free agents.”’ 

Mr. Norman charged that condi- 
tions in the electrical industry at 
present were ‘‘worse than anything 
ever disclosed before the Lockwood 
committee’’; that the statement.sub- 
mitted by the Halkett organization 
yesterday morning would, if agreed 
to, permit the unions ‘‘to dictate 
how the employers association should 
be conducted,’’ and would lead ‘‘to 
nothing else than dictating to own- 
ers, architects and general contrac- 
tors whom they shall employ to do 
their work.” 

“Such a condition would be similar 
to that prevailing under the régime 
of Sam Parks and Robert P. Brin- 
del which this association was 
criticized for permitting to exist,”’ 
declared Mr. Norman. 

He gave his version of the meeting 
with the union officials on May 4 at 
which the five-day week to become 
effective Aug. 24 was announced, 

d declared that, contrary to the 
denial of Mr. Halkett, the discussion 
of the electrical industry situation 
had consumed the entire meeving 
and that after the luncheon peri 
Mr. Halkett and his associates had 
announced that the Building Trades 
Council was in complete control of 
the local situation and that the com- 
plaints concerning the electrical 
union would be “‘cleaned up.” 

Mr. Halkett, who was not reached 
last night for his view of Mr. Nor- 
man’s statement, will preside at a 
meeting of the Buildin. des Coun- 
cil this morning which will vote to 
support the stand taken at the joint 
conference with the employers yester- 


day.

IN FIRST TEST HERE 


Craft Tuning Up for Atlantic 
Flight Outraces Pursuers 
at Roosevelt Field.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., May 
13.—A group of skeptical pilots and 
mechanics had their doubts laid to 
rest here this afternoon when Ar- 
meno Lotti Jr., backer of the flight, 
and René Lefevre and Jean Assolant, 
pilots, demonstrated the Bernard 
monoplane in which they propose to 
span the Atlantic before the end of 
the month. 

It had been asserted that this trim 
yellow monoplane could attain a 
speed of almost 150 miles an hour 
end that she would cruise at 125 to 
130 miles an hour. Experts had 


opened their eyes a bit when these | 
figures were mentioned, but this af- | 
ternoon they had a chance to sec) 


that the plane was fast. Lotti and 
Assolant arrived in New York late 
last night, but Lefevre and the plane 
have been here for some time, and 
this afternoon the three Frenchmen 
took the craft up for a flight, taking 
turns at the controls. 

The field was soggy and in spots 
pools of water stood six inches deep. 
Through one of these pools the big 
plane rolled at the take-off, her 600- 
horsepower motor giving a siren-like 
howl to the big metal propeller. 
They were off in 800 feet and then 
they put on a speed demonstration 
such as one expects from army pur- 
suit planes rather than the cargo 
carrier this plane must be. 


Other Airplanes Distanced. 


Other ships were in the air, among 
them Charles Levine’s Uncle Sam 
with a motor equally powerful, and 
the Bernard ran away from ‘all of 
them. After circling the field. Asso- 
lant, who was at the controls, 
swouped low and ‘sped past the 
group of watchers on the ground at 
a height of a scant hundred feet. 
A plane carrying photographers 


‘chased it about and did not get close 


enough for a picture until the pilot 
cut across the wide circle the Ber- 
nard was tracing. 

For perhaps fifteen minutes they 
Swung around over Roosevelt and 
Mitchel Fields and then came in for 
a landing. 

During the whole performance 
pilots of Roosevelt Field, Inc., and 
visiting aviators watched the Ber- 
nard and commented favorably on 
its performance and the manner in 
which she was handled. 

‘‘She’s got more speed than any of 
our transatlantic planes,’ one pilot 
said, ‘‘and there’s nothing the mat- 
ter with the way those Frenchmen 
fly.’’ 

Fuel Strained Twice. 


Preparations for this first flight 
had been going on all day in the Air 
Associates, Inc., hangar with Ameri- 
can and French mechanics cooperat- 
ing perfectly. The fuel, a mixture 
of benzol and gasoline that experi- 
ence has shown gets every pound of 
power from the Hispano-Suiza 
motor, was strained through chamois 
into a big glass bottle. Then this 
bottle was inspected closely ferany:

Truck Runs Wild Down Fort George Hill, 
Kills Woman and Child, Hurts 3 Others 





A mother and her six-year-old son 
were killed, three persons were seri- 
ously injured and a rescuer was over- 
come by fumes yesterday afternoon, 
when a driverless laundry truck 
rolled down the steep Fort George 
Hill at the northerly tip of Washing- 
ton Heights, mounted the curb and 
plunged down an embankment, car- 
rying its victims with it. 

The dead are Mrs. Esther Harris, 
34 years old, of 612 West 188th 
Street, and her son, Jay, 6 years old. 
In the Jewish Memoria! Hospital, all 
in a critical condition from their in- 
juries, are Mrs. Pauline Isaacs, 25 
years old, of 57 Wadsworth Terrace; 
Mrs. Dorothy Wilkins, 49 years old, 
of 281 Wadsworth Avenue, and 
Robert Fuggett, 16 years old, of 539 
West 179th Street. 

Michael Capalbo, 20 years old, of 
132 West Fourth Street, Mount Ver- 
non, wh ’ was in charge of the truck, 
is under arrest on a charge of homi- 
cide. He is an = of the 
Washine National Sands, Inc., deal- 
ers in laundry supplies at Baldwin 
Street, near 242d Street, the Bronx. 

Mrs. Anna Mann, 34 years old, of 
612 West 188th Street; her sister, 
Mrs. Isaacs, and Mrs. Harris were 
resting on a blanket on the grass at 
the right-rand side of the street near 
the foot of the hill. Mrs. Mann’s 
child, Marilyn, was in her carriage 
close by. 

About three blocks away, at the 
top of the hill, Capalbo had parked 
his two and one-half ton truck in 
front of the Hillside Laundry, 1,670 
St. Nicholas Avenue. Detectives said 
that Capalbo admitted that the truck 


was facing north against traffic 
regulations on the hill, but said that 
he had been careful to ‘‘cut’’ the 
front wheels into the curb. 

He was in the laundry, Capalbo 
said, when some one rushed in and 
shouted, ‘‘Your truck’s rolled down 
the hill!’’ 

Mrs. Mann was the first of her 
group to see the oncoming truck. It 
was headed directly toward the 
group on the blanket. 

She leaped to her feet, snatched 
her child from the carriage and 
fainted a moment after the heavy 
truck had run down the other women 
and children. In crossing the side- 
walk the truck hit Mrs. Wilkins, 
who was walking down the hill with 
her husband, and Fuggett, who was 
walking up the hill from school. It 
then plunged down a steep embank- 
ment, uprooting one tree and coming 
to a stop against another.

Moreland Commissioner Robert

Letter Criticizes Whalen. 


Mr. Moses’s letter read:

Hon. Grover. A. Whalen, 
Police Commissioner, 
New York City. 

Dear Commissioner: I have your 
letter of May 9 in which you. say 
that upon reflection you believe I 
will agree with you that you could 
not spare half a dozen members of 
the police force from patrol service 
to assist in the investigation of a 
banking situation which affects 
thousands of citizens of New York 
City, many of them small savings 
depositors. You say that every one 
of your men is needed for actual 
police duty in connection with in- 
dustrial disputes.

RATTLERS BITE KILLS 
FRIEND OF SNAKES 


'C. E. Snyder, Ex-Keeper in the 
Bronx Zoo, Dies 24 Hours After 
Accident in Ramapo Hunt. 





DITMARS RUSHES SERUM 


But Victim Is Exhausted by 
5-Hour Hike From Woods 
Where Reptile Struck. 





For more than thirty years Charles 
E. Snyder, former head keeper of 
mammals and reptiles at the New 
York Zoological Garden in Bronx 
Park, befriended snakes. He fed 
them, made pets of some and point- 
ed to their comparative harmlessness 
and utility in public lectures which 
were noted-for the almost loving 
care he showed to his live exhibits. 

But his interest in reptiles led the 
veteran keeper on periodic trips to 
capture more of them. On Sunday 
morning in the Ramapo Mountains 
one of them struck for the liberty of 
its mate, which was almost in 
Snyder’s grasp, and yesterday the 
former keeper died, victim of rattle- 
shake poison which anti-venin serum 
failed to halt. Dr.’Raymond L. Dit- 
mars, curator of mammals and rep- 
tiles at the Bronx Zoo, had rushed 
some of the serum to him at the 
Good Samaritan Hospital at Suffern, 
N. Y. 

Snyder, who was 57 years old, died 
at 10:15 yesterday morning, about 
twenty-four hours after the two 
poison fangs had sunk into the back 
of his left hand. It took him five 
hours to reach the hospital, a delay 
which was held responsible for his 
death, although even after such a 
lapse of time the failure of the serum 


to counteract the poison was con- 
sidered unusual. 


Veteran at Snake Hunting. 


There was no trepidation in Sny- 
der’s mind as he struck into the 
Ramapo woods on Sunday. Once he 


had been bitten by a_ crocodile 
and coolly escaped serious injury, but 
snakes had never caused him worry. 
One month while he was still head 
keeper at the Bronx Zoo he had 
helped Dr. Ditmars to catch 100 rep- 
tiles in South Carolina, and snake- 
hunting in New York was to him a 
common sport. Even after his retire- 
ment from the managemént ofthe 
reptile house in 1919 he had made 
three or four visits a Summer to the 
Ramapos, snaring rattlers. 

From Sloatsburg, near Tuxedo, 
Snyder pushed into the hills, accom- 
panied by Paul Snyder, a friend and 
snake enthusiast. The two were old 
com ions but not relatives. They 
climbed rocks, penetrated thick un- 
derbrush and eventually reached the 
Second Notch of the Ramapos. 

They were on Little Tor Mountain, 
pursuing separate trails 100 yards 
apart, when Snyder saw a rattler 
between four and five feet long 
giding over a rock ledge near his 
eet. As the snake squirmed into a 
crevasse Snyder ducked to ‘catch its 
tail so that he might swing it out 
with a quick jerk into the open and 
pin it with a forked stick he was 
carrying. 

As he stooped another snake, ap- 
parently the mate of the first rep- 
tile, lunged from a hiding-place in 
the grass. It sank its fangs into the 
back of his ‘left hand. Snyder 
shrank back, calling to his friend. 
and the reptiles took to cover. 


Minimizes Immediate Danger. 


With his companion at his side 
Snyder sucked the two wounds, 
sought to squeeze out the poison and 
used a handkerchief as a tourniquet 
about his arm to shut off the circu- 
lation. Paul Snyder had some snake 
serum with him, Dr. Ditmars said 
later after making inquiries, but the

PARIS, May 13.—A development in 
international relations of consider- 
able importance to the tens of thou- 
sands of: Americans who come to 
France each year was disclosed this 
afternoon when Norman Armour, 
Chargé d’Affaires at the American 
Embassy, sent to the Foreign Office 
a note confirming an agreement just 
reached with the French Govern- 
ment on reducing its visa fee from 
$10 to $2 and extending the life, of 
the visa from one to two years. 

Since it has been reliably estimated 
that.a quarter of a million Americans 
visit this country every year, it will 
be seen that the successful outcome 
of the negotiations: begun on April 19 
last will mean an annual saving to 
Americans: alone of about $2,000,000. 
The agreement is reciprocal and is 
effective June 1, but the number of 


French citizens affected will be com- 
paratively small. 


Visa-less Europe Sought. 


The agreement, however, has far 
greater significance than a mere 
practical dollar-and-cents savin# on 
travel budgets, although to persons 
with limited incomes the difference 
will prove noticeable. In the opinion 
of many observers, it may mean a 
long step toward that much-wished- 
for goal of all American travelers—a 
visa-less Europe. 

Italy, Germany, Switzerland, Bel- 
gium and Holland have taken dras- 
tic steps, abolishing visas without 
wai for reciprocal action by the 
United States. It is reasonable to 
assume, therefore, that the Franco- 
American agreement—by far the most 
important of all to date—will be fol- 
lowed by others, finally resulting in 
largely facilitated travel arrange- 
ments all over Europe.

Copeland Amendment Beaten. 


The Senate rejected an amendment 
by Senator Copeland. It was 
designed to restrict loans for the 
construction. of facilities to store, 
process or sell crops by cooperatives 
or stabilizing corporations unless the 
existing commercial -facilities were 
not considered adequate. 

Meanwhile forces were at work to 
maintain the spirit of peace which 
today’s. proceedings inaugurated. 
While Republican leaders of the 
House still insisted that their body 
should.-refuse to receive the Senate 
farm. bill because the debenture 
plan is an infringement on the 
exclusive constitutional right of the 


House to initiate revenue legislation, 
they expressed a willingness to con- 
fer with the Senate’s Republican 
leadership, which is all for doing 
nothing that would bring about an 
impasse in. the program. to enact 
legislation for agricultural relief.

ing revenues. 


House Leaders Have Their Troubles. 


The House leaders had more im- 
mediate troubles to cause worry. 
Tomorrow the Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
will begin a series of meetings for 
the purpose of hearing complaints 
from representatives who are up in 
arms over certain provisions of the 
tariff revision bill . offered last 
Tuesday. 

It appeared today as though the 
Republican tariff revisers, under the 
influence of their leaders, would 
compromise with the dissenting party 
contingent by making changes in 
the rates set forth in the bill as in- 
troduced. . 

Outside of a rather general dis- 
satisfaction with the increase of the 
sugar duty to 3 cents, most of the 
Republican dissatisfaction in the 
House has come from those who rep- 
resent agricultural sections. They 
are insisting that the farm schedules 
shall be revised to give greater pro- 
tection to those, whose products 
come into compctition with foreign 
crops. 

Representative Dickenson of Iowa, 
leader of the Republican farm bloc, 
predicted today that the Ways and 
Means Committee—meaning its Re- 
publican -majority—would make fif- 
teen changes. The farm representa- 
tives in the House want higher duties 
on the products of their sections. 

Indicative of this frame of mind 
was the course of the Minnesota dele- 
gation today in calling for an in- 
crease of the duty on beef from 3 to 
8 cents a pound. The rate in the 
tariff revision bill to which they ob- 
ject as too low gives an increase to 6 
‘ents, or double the present duty. 


“Pseudo Republican’’ Defined. 


With most Senators in their seats 
and hundreds of spectators in the 
galleries, Senator Brookhart began 
nis speech by saying it was regret- 
table that politics should have been 
injected into the farm relief situa- 
tion. It was especially regrettable, 
he declared, that ‘‘Wall Street poli- 
tics against the rest of the country’”’ 
should have been injected, and it is 
more regrettable that the dis- 
tinguished Republican whip has 
joined in this particular program. 

‘The distinguished Repubiican 
whip,’’ the same being Senator Fess, 
listened attentively. Mr. Fess’s ref- 
erence to Senators Brookhart, Borah 
and Nye as ‘‘pseudo-Republicans,’’ 
was played on by Mr. Brookhart. He 
told the Senate that he had looked 
up the definition of pseudo in the dic- 
tionary, and had found that it meant 
false, counterfeit, pretended, spuri- 
ous. 

It had ruffled his feathers a good 
deal, that Mr. Fess had used the 
term, Mr. Brookhart said, but he 
added as he listened to the fluttering 
of the peace-dove’s wings above: 

“T always ruffle them down again 
before getting into a fight.’’ 

cre to stress his peaceful mood, he 
said: 

“I do not feel mad at him at all. 
I am just sorry for him, that’s all.” 
Here Mr. Fess made his interrup- 
tion, a mild and propitiatory inter- 
ruption. He had picked up the 





phrase ‘‘pseudo-Republican’”’ from a 
speech made last week by Senator 
Johnson of California.

“Tf the Senator progresses still fur- 
ther and adopts the entire speech of 
the Senator from California, he. will 
be doing well,’”? remarked Mr. John- 
son.

‘that is the first ray of light coming 
from the Senator from Ohio. But 
does he mean to say that he didn’t 
know himself the exact meaining of 





the phrase ‘pseudo-Republican?’ 

Mr. Fess owned up. Despite the | 
fact that his calling is that of a, 
college professor, he acknowledged: 

“I must confess that I didn’t have | 
the exact meaning of the phrase in | 
mind that the Senator from Iowa has | 
placed on it.’”’ | 

Mr. Brookhart could not restrain) 
a retort: 

“TI think this pseudo business,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is in the farm bill rather 
than in the Republicans whom the 
Senator from Ohio criticizes.”’ 

And with that he launched into a 
long discussion of the merits of the 
farm measure, He argued that the 
intermediate farm credit law, enacted 
in 1923, would do everything for the 
farmer that was claimed for the bill 
under discussion. 

“All this bill does is to loan more 
money,’’ he asserted. ‘‘The inter- 
mediate credit law did that, and 
provided more money than this bil) 
does. That’s where this pseudo busi- 
ness comes into this situation. 

“Talk about ee 
and then think about calling Con- 
gress into extra session to do what 
we have already done and which has 
proved a failure. That’s where this 
pseudo business comes in, and that’s 
what was spurious and counterfeit 
in this business.’’ 


Criticizes Republican Regulars. 


After a reference to ‘‘stand-pat Re- 
publicans,’’ few of whom, he con- 
tended, argued for the farm bill, Mr. 


Brookhart called on Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania to say where he was 
‘‘when we were discussing this farm 
bill.’”’ About all Senator Reed had 
to say, declared Mr. Brookhart, was 
that it was ‘‘a farm bunk bill,’’ and 
the Iowan added, ‘‘I think he hit it 
about right.’’ 

Mr. Brookhart wanted to know 
where other regular Republicans 
were during consideration of the 
farm bill. Of Senator Smoot, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, he 
said that ‘he was waiting around 
for the tariff bill to come in.’’ 

The ‘only distinguished stand- 
patter’ to fight for the bill, accord- 
ing to Senator Brookhart, was Sen- 
ator Fess. . 

‘‘Of course,’’ he added, referring to 
Senator Watson of Indiana, ‘‘the 
distinguished Republican leader came 
to the front for the bill, but all he 
did was to attempt to convince the 
Senate that he was just about as in- 
consistent as the Democratic leader. 
And I have about concluded he was 
right.’’ 

The Democratic leader is Senator

Shut Off Acrimonious Debate. 


Senator Watson and other leading | 


Republicans in the Senate did their 
part in preventing an acrimonious 
party debate in consequence of what 
Senator Brookhart said. 

They worked chiefly over Mr. Fess, 
advising him not to carry the argu- 
ment over pseudo-Republicanism any 
further unless he felt it was abso- 
lutely necessary to do so in his own 
defense. After listening to Mr. 
Brookhart’s speech, Mr. Fess said; 
outside the Senate, that it did not 


justify a response, although he had 
been prepared to discuss party re- 
sponsibility, 

As matters stand, the pseudo-Re- 
publican controversy seems to have 
been a mere flash in the pan.’ The 
real fire will come when the farm 
bill goes to the joint conference com- 
mittee of the two houses, or, per- 
haps, as soon as the Senate sends it 
to the House, if the Republicans of 
that body decline to agree to the ad- 
vice of the Senate leaders that no 
party good would be served if the 
House declined to receive the bill on 
the score that the debenture plan 
was a violation of the House’s con- 
stitutional rights. 

The major contest, however, will 
arise out of the tariff bill, in: view 
of the decision of the House leaders 
to let individual Representatives ex- 
press their grievances over certain 
rates imposed by the bill introduced 
last Tuesday. It is problematical 
when the measure will come to a 
final vote in that body. 

Proposals for a recess of the Senate 
and the House while the Senate’s 
Fingnce Committee is revising the 
House bill have not come to a head.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Progress 
was made today by Republican lead- 
ers in the House on steps to adjust

While Representative Hull of Ten- 
nessee, former chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, and 
other members of the minority were 
battering away at the measure in 
debate on the floor, the Longworth- 
Tilson leadership was engaged in 
conference designed to effect a pro- 
gram so as to obtain for the bill in 
the final analysis a practically united 
Republican vote. 

Corn Belt dissenters, headed by the 
Minnesota delegation, addressed a 
letter to the Republican members of 
the Ways and Means Committee sug- 

esting increases in sixteen items of 
he agricultural schedule. 


the Ways and Means majority will 
hear spokesmen for the Corn Belt 
Republicans, who want the tariff 
raised higher on many farm products 
and reduced on certain items of 
manufacture. The meeting, which 
will be attended exclusively by Re- 
publicans, and other sessions of a 
like character to be held through the 
week, are expected to compose in the 
main the troubles that now beset 
the party organization in connection 
with the tariff. 


Free List Likely to Be Cut. 


It already seems assured that con- 
cessions will be made through com- 
mittee amendments to those who 
want long-staple cotton, tobacco, 
figs and dates transferred from the 
free to the dutiable list, and who 
also demand that the duties on 
casein, black-strap molasses, pota- 
toes and potato starch shall be in- 
creased. 

Other major items that have 
aroused controversy will be thrown 
open for amendment on the. floor 
of the House. Among them may 
be mentioned sugar, which carries 
a rate of 3 cents a pound in the 
ending bill, as compared with 2.20 
n the existing law; brick and 
cement, now on the free list, but 
made dutiable by the Hawley bill; 
hides, boots and shoes, now free, 
and live cattle and meats. 

Meanwhile, Senator Smoot of 
Utah, who, as chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, will handle the 
tariff bill in the Senate, discussed 
the subject with President Hoover. 
It was understood that Mr. Smoot 
took up with the President certain 
provisions of the House bill under- 
| stood to be disapproved by the ad- 
| ministrati n. 

At the White House Mr. Smoot 
| said that, following passage of the 
measure in the lower body, which is 
expected ahout May 25, the Senate 
committee: wéuld hold -hearings for 
about three: weeks. He thought the 
bill would. be reported about one 
month: from the date of receiving it 
from the House. 

Senator Smoot expsessed the hope 
that action on the tariff and farm 
relief bills. would be completed by 
Congress by the middle of August. 


Hull Heads Attack in Debate.

C. E. Hughes Takes His Place || 
On World Court at The Hague ||

THE HAGUE, May 13.—The six- 
teenth session of the Court of 
International Justice opened to- 
day with the principal interest 
centred in the fact that Charles 
Evans Hughes, former Secretary 
of State of the United States, was 
sitting on the bench for the first 
time as a judge. The presence of 
Judge Hughes in the World Court 
aroused great hopes here and in 
all Europe that American partici- 
pation in ‘the court’s work soon 
would become more than un- 
official. 

Today’s proceedings were pri- 
vate, but the sitting was long, 
continuing until late in the eve- 
ning. 

Upon his arrival‘ at Holland’s 
capital Judge Hughes had a long 
conference with Richard M, To- 
bin, the American Minister, and 
then called on the various World 
Court jurists. There was a large 
crowd at the Peace Palace to wit- 
ness Judge Hughes's arrival for 
the session.

Referring to the cotton textile in- 
dustry in his analysis of the pro- 
posed new rates, Mr, Hull said that 
“the depression in the industry is 
in no sense due to lack of tariffs, 
but primarily to failure to act 
resolutely and systematically and 
develop foreign markets.”’

‘*has been suffering severely from 
overproduction and overproductive 
capacity, as well as from excessive 
tariffs. The high rates have called 
for many substitutes, both at home 
and abroad. Our tariffs have made 
the price of woolen products so high 
as JF inggies | to affect consumption.”’

Mr, Bacharach, following Mr. Hull, 
contrasted conditions that obtained 
in 1922, when the present tariff law 
was drafted, and today.

VALUATION TANGLE FEARED. 


Dry Goods Retailers Protest Change 
in Tariff Administration. 


Administrative features of the new 
tariff bill menace the right of im- 
porters to seek judicial reviews in 
controversies over the basis of valua- 


tion of imported merchandise and 
open the way for the establishment 
of a governmental bureaucracy at 
Washington, Philip Le Boutillier, 
speaking as viee président of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion and chairman of that organiza- 
a Tariff Committee, said yester- 
ay. 

Mr. Le Boutillier asserted that the 
association, which represents 2,000 
leading retail dry goods, department 
and specialty stores throughout the 
country, was “‘unalterably opposed” 
to the new proposal. 

The association, he continued, was 
concentrating on the administrative 
section, charging that it confers su- 
preme judicial as well as executive 
authority over the administration of 
the tariff upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Predicting misunderstanding and 
confusion, Mr. Le Boutillier con- 
tended that merchants would suffer 
a severe handicap when trying to 
buy merchandise abroad because 
they never would be certain of the 
valuation basis on which duties | 
would be levied in this country. 

The possibility that New York ap- 
praisers might select the United 
States value basis while those in Bos- 
ton and other ports might assess the 
same type of merchandise on a for- 
eign value basis would always be 
present, he said. 

“It is admitted even by its pro- 
ponents that the landed cost of im- 
ported merchandise will be material- 
ly increased through the application 
of the United States valuation 
basis,’’ he continued. ‘‘Although the 
principal basis of levying duties is to 
continue to be foreign valuation, the 
proposed change provides that in the 
event it is difficult for the particular 
appraiser satisfactorily to determine 

e foreign or export value of a com- 
modity, then the appraisers are to 
resort to Unitetl States value. 

“‘Nevertheless, under the discre- 
tionary power vested in appraisers 
by the present bill, there is no as- 
surance that the application of the 
United States value will not become 
widespread in actual practice. 

‘The basis of valuation is of vital 
concern because of its far-reaching 
effects in its relation to the landed 
cost of merchandise and the price at 
which it can be sold to the American 
public, 

“TIT would like to make it plain that 
our association has taken no stand 
in the matter of individual rates and 
schedules. We have always felt that 
American industries should receive 
the protection to which they are

LONDON, May 13. — Formulae 
drafted by American naval experts 
in the shape of suggestions for naval 
reduction are now being considered 
by the British Admiralty, and the 
indications are that, regardless of 
the position the British states- 
men may take, British naval experts 
will bring forth criticisms of the 
American plans. Doubtless this will 
be no more than is expected by the 
American experts. 

It is understood that the Ameri- 
cans suggest 250,000 tons as the limit 
for the cruiser fleets of Britain and 
America. True enough, during the 
Geneva naval conference of 1927 the 
Americans suggested 350,000 or 400,- 
000 tons, but since the new program 


lays emphasis on reduction rather 
than on limitation, the American 
suggestion goes still lower. 


Reduces Our Strength. 


It will be estimated by the British 
that this figure is not only consid- 
erably below the present British 
cruiser strength, but 65,000 tons less 
than the American tonnage in modern 
cruisers built, building and projected. 

British naval opinion may be ex- 
pected to hoid that this tonnage 
allotment is not sufficient for Eng- 
land. It would permit building of 
twenty-five 10,000-ton cruisers if all | 
the tonnege were put into that class, | 
as the Americans have said they in- | 
tend to do, or about thirty of the) 
8,400-ton class. 

Hector C. Bywater, British naval | 
expert, writing in The Daily Telc-' 
graph, says: | 

“Tt is inconceivable that any Board | 
of Admiralty would agree to such a} 
drastic reduction in British cruiser | 
strength, leaving our floating trade 
defenseless in war.’’ 

It is pointed out that the United | 
States agrees to take into considera- | 
tion other factors than mere _ ton- 
nage and that this may militate 
toward meeting the British need for 
smaller cruisers to guard tradc 
routes. On this Mr. Bywater says: 

“It is felt, however, in naval cir- 
cles that the discrepancy in combat 
power between the larger and small- | 
cr cruisers is so great as to render 
any system of evaluation illusory.” 


Wants Smaller Standard. 


Mr.- Bywater insists that agrec 
ment is possible if America will! 
consent to accept some smaller stand- 
ard than the 10,000-ton cruiser. \ 

‘“‘The most serious problem is} 
Washington’s insistence on uniform- 
ity in the British and American | 
cruiser requirements, which are in 
fact fundamentally dissimilar,’’ he 
says. ‘‘America has an important 
floating trade, but its maintenance is | 
not absolutely essential to her exist- 
enee. She is virtually self-contained | 
and could continue to feed her popu- | 
lation if all her transport ceased. 

“To us, however, seaborne trade is | 
cur life-blood. We could be starved ; 
out in six weeks; the United States 
never. Hence the firm conviction in 
naval circles that the quota for a} 
ccuiser tonnage common to ourselves | 
and the United States should be 
based on British requirements, which | 
are incomparably more vital.’’ 

Mr. Bywater adds: | 

“Surprise is expressed at state- 
ments by American Admftals that 
armed liners equal regular cruisers 
in fighting power. The British naval | 
view, founded on war experience, is 
that the largest armed liner is no/| 
match for the smallest regular 
eruiser.”' 


Would Include Oil Supplies. 


Regarding the American position | 


that naval bases would be consid- | 


ered in reckoning the fleet poten- | 
tials, Mr. Bywater makes this inter- | 
esting point: 

“If merchant shipping and overseas | 
bases are to be embodied in the new | 
American formulae, it will be in| 
order for Great Britain to question | 
oil supplies. Since the American | 
Navy has abundant domestic sup-| 
plies, while every ton of oil for the | 
British fleet has to be transported | 
across thousands of miles of sea, it! 
seems but reasonable that the lat- | 
ter should have additional cruiser | 
strength for protection of its floating | 
pipe lines. | 

“It can be stated authoritatively | 
that British proposals will also be | 
forthcoming at the next conference | 
and that they will offer a practicable | 
method of reducing the size, aggres- | 
sive power and cost of the world’s 
fighting fleets.’’

PRINCETON, N. J., May 13.—As- 
serting that the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
have lost their sense of appreciation 
of esthetic values, Sir Esme How- | 
ard, British Ambassador to the’!

“‘You young people of America and | 
also our young people in England | 
can add much to your own happiness 
and also to the happiness of the world 
if you will learn not only to appre- 
ciate beautiful things, but also to | 
create them within the measure of | 
your capacity,’ he said. 

‘‘There is nothing, apart from the 
ever-important cultivation of the | 
spiritual values, which your country 
|and my country needs so much as

tious fashion of the esthetes of the 
Victorian era, but in the straight- 
forward, manly fashion of many of 
the great artists of the Renaissance 
period,’’ the Ambassador declared. 

Work in some humble craft will 
help the youth of the Anglo-Saxon 
nations to restore their sense of ap- 
eleven of the beautiful, Sir Esme 
said. 

“Unfortunately for myself,’’ he told

Russell B. Mathews, Assistant 
United States Director of Immigra- 
tion at El Paso, Texa, arrested here 
with three other men on a charge of 
conspiracy to aid one of their num- 
ber to escape to Spain, was not 
named by United States Attorney 
Tuttle in the only formal complaint 
under oath filed against the defend- 
ants in this case. This was disclosed 
yesterday by David P. Siegel, of de- 
fense counsel, and later was admit- 
| ted by Mr. Tuttle. ’ 

The defendants named in the sworn 
;|complaint are Salvador Ateca, al- 
|leged rebel paymaster; Antonio 
; Gomez Maquero, his secretary, ard 
Ww. H. Fryer, former Assistant 
| United States Attorney at El Paso. 
! Ateca and Maquero, who are under 
a charge of violation of the 
'President’s neutrality proclamation 
|against exporting arms and muni- 
! tions into Mexico to the rebel forces, 
|and are alleged by the Mexican Gov- 
| ernment tobe in possession of $750,- 
| 000 of loot taken by Mexican rebels, 
| are being held here without bail. Mr. 
| Fryer and Mr. Mathews were re- 
| leased in $2,500 bail each. 


| The fact that Mr. Mathews’s name 


Per not included in the formal com- 


plaint was considered by attorneys 
| for the defendants as a first step by 
| the government in a retreat from its 
| original positiom, that Mr. Mathews 
|; was a co-conspirator in an illegal 
| attempt to aid an alleged fugitive to 
| escape from this country. 

When the four men were arrested 
| at the Hotel McAlpin by nearly a 
|score of Department of Justice 
agents, detectives and others, and 
| Ateca’s $750,000 in money and securi- 
ties was seized, they were arraigned 
| by Mr. Tuttle before United States 
| Gontninionet O’Neill on a _ verbal 
| complaint not made under oath. Mr. 
| Siegel agreed that would suffice tem- 
porarily. 

| Later, during an argument before 
| Federal Judge Francis G. Caffey for 
the release of Ateca and Maquero 
under bail, Mr. Siegel pointed out 
that no sworn complaint had been 
made against any defendant. Mr.

Mr. Tuttle 
did not read this complaint aloud

Origin in Electrical Crisis. 


The dispute which culminated in 
the lockout order was precipitated 
by the crisis in the electrical in- 


dustry which took shape at the be- 
ginning of the year when the electri- 
cal union demanded the five-day 
week. A bitter division on the de- 
mand split open the Blectrical Con- 
tractors’ Association, and those 
friendly to Vice President Broach of 
the electricians’ union won the 
pending eélection, following which 
the five-day week was rented. 
Efforts to restrain er rtp the 
shorter week by the Building Trades 
Employers Association were defeated 
in the courts, and the forty-four elec- 
trical contractors in the association 
resigned and formed a new body. 
Only three.concerns—the Harry Alex- 
ander Company, Inc.; the Erickson 
Engineering Company, and the 
Tucker Electric Company—failed to 
join the new contractors’ associa- 
tion. Unable to obtain mechanics 
from Mr. Broach’s union, the three 
concerns, which re-entered the asso- 
ciation headed by Mr. Norman, em- 
ployed former members of the union 
who were in a rival organization, 
whereupon sympathetic strikes of 
other trades were ordered on all the 
jobs of the three electrical concerns.

any reported diminution in bootleg- 
ging add to English skepticism. 

Furthermore, in the present stage 
of temperance work in England, 
there seems to be more sincerity or 
at least less hypocrisy than in the 
preliminary stages of the anti-liquor 
fight in America. No candidate for 
political office in England, for ex- 
empie, feels he must vote or talk 
bone dry in public when he is not 
bone dry in personal practice or pri- 
vate belief. 

The electoral laws are such here 
that there can be no political terror- 
ism either by the drys or wets. 

Another difference is that organ- 


considered disreputable in England 
as it was in America prior to the 
adoption of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. Before adoption of prohibition 
in the United States all organizations 
that worked openly were on the dry 
side. American opponents to prohi- 
bition for fear of being classed as 
tools of the distillery and brewery in- 
terests failed to organize until after 
the law was an accomplished fact. 
No such condition exists in England 
today. For example, the working- 
men’s clubs throughout the country, 
with a total membership of more 
than 1,000,000, have no connection 
whatever with the liquor trade inter- 
ests, but all are organized in opposi- 
tion to any movement to make Eng- 
land dry.

Laws Limit Dry Activities.

‘‘Passport visas issued to American 
citizens by French consuls will be 
valid for two years unless the pass- 
port is valid for a lesser period, in 
which case the visa will be valid only 
during the period of validity of the 
passport. The visa will give the right 
to enter France as often as the 
holder may wish during its validity. 
The fee will be 10 francs gold or 50 
francs paper or $2. 

‘“‘The fee for a non-immigrant pass- 
port visa valid for any number of 
entries into the United States by the 
bearer of a French passport during a 
period of twelve months from the 
date of issue of the visa shall be $2 
in United States currency, provided 
the passport remains valid during | 
that period and that the non-immi-!

passport is maintained. | 

“The passport visa applied for will | 
be granted and the length of sojourn | 
determined in accordance with ex- | 
isting regulations, and a second visa,

He said that the work which he 
would outline to the Advisory Com- 
mission at 11 A. M. tomorrow morn- 
ing in Police Headquarters, ‘‘is sv- 
cial—it deais with the source of 
criminals rather than with current 
police operations which are neces- 
sary only after they become crimi- 
nals.”’ 

In a short statement he disposed 


of the statistical criticism of current 
police operations which William 
Bullock, director of City Affairs of 


‘the New York County Republican 


Committee, released just in time to 
coincide with his return to duty. 

“The Police Commissioner will not 
be diverted from his war on crime} 
and his efforts in crime prevention,” 
he said, “by any campaign of polit- 
ical attacks from the mouthpiece of 
the Republican party. The answer 
to all such propaganda will be found | 
in the six months’ report of the 
present year of the Police Depart-' 
ment.’’ 

This reply, according to the Com- 
missioner, will be available some time 
after July 1 and will show whether 
or not Mr. Bullock was right yester- 
day when he presented statistics of 
murders committed during Mr. 
Whalen’s first three months of ad- 
ministration and declared the fre- 
quence of murder was even greater 
than before Commissioner Whalen 
replaced Commissioner Warren.

was conducted by Mrs. Mary Sul- 
livan, who was at the time head of | 
the Women’s Bureau of the Police! 
Department, and that she made all} 
seizures under the supervision of | 
representatives of the District At- 
torney and of the Chief City Magis- 
trate. According to the Police Com- | 
missioner, Mrs. Sullivan knows what 
was seized and denies taking the 150 
clinical cards. 

As for general criticism of the 

police action in making the raid, 
Commissioner Whalen said, ‘‘I re-| 
moved Mrs. Sullivan for not recog- 
nizing that a birth control raid was 
a matter of such importance that it, 
should not have been undertaken , 
without consulting the commissioner, | 
as experience with another birth! 
control raid demonstrated six years 
ago.”’

Size of Estate Explained as Due 
to Outright Gifts to Family 
Before Death. 








DAUGHTER IS EXECUTRIX 


Former Chief of Associated Press 
Made Only Surviving Child 
His Sole Beneficiary. 





* Melville E. Stone, an organizer and 
for many years general manager of 
The Associated Press and a leading 
figure in American journalism for 
half a century, left an estate of ‘‘not 
more than $2,000’’ in personal prop- 
erty and no real estate, it was dis- 
closed yesterday when his will was 
filed with Probate Clerk Killoran in 
Surrogate’s Court. The brief type- 
written testament, executed Nov. 28, 
1919, names his only child, Miss 
Elizabeth C. Stone, of 120 East Sev- 
enty-fifth Street, sole beneficiary 
and executrix. 

Murray Welch of Jerome & Rand, 
15 Broad Street, counsel for the es- 
tate, explained its slight extent was 
due to the fact that Mr. Stone had 
prowteal outright gifts to his fam- 
ly before his death. Details of these 

ifts, he ad . could be obtained 
rom Colonel illiam Rand, the 
testator’s personal attorney, who 
Was not available yesterday. 

After directing the payment of his 
debts as soon as ‘‘conveniently possi- 
ble after my death,’’ Mr. Stone 
wrote: 

‘‘My wife being otherwise provided 
for, with her knowledge and at her 
suggestion, I give, devise and be- 
queath to my daughter, Elizabeth C. 
Stone, all the rest, residue and re- 
mainder of my estate, real and per- 
sonal, of whatever kind and descrip- 
tion and wherever situated. 





“I name and appoint my said 
daughter, Elizabeth C. Stone, to be! 
executrix of this, my will, and direct | 
that no bond or security be required | 
of her. I give her full power and| 
authority to sell and convert into| 
money, at her discretion, any and all) 
of my estate, real or personal, at 
public or private sale, at such prices 
and upon such terms as she may 
deem expedient, and to make, exe- 
cute and deliver good and sufficient 
deeds and conveyances therefor.’’ 

The signature of the testator and 
three witnesses followed. 

The petititon for probate of the 
will, signed by Miss Stone, names as 
the heirs-at-law and next of kin the 
widow, Mrs. Martha J. Stone of the | 
Seventy-fifth Street residence, and 
three randsons, Herbert Stuart 
Stone, alpole, Mass.; Melville E. 
Stone 3d, 299 La Salle Street, Chi- 
cago, and Noél Toumey, 195 East 
Twenty-fifth Street. 

Two sons of Mr. Stone, Melville E. 
Stone Jr. and Herbert Stuart Stone, 
predeceased him. 

Mr. Stone, who was 80 vears old. 
died Feb. 15 from hardening of the 
arteries. Although he retired in 1921 
from the post of general manager of 
The Associated Press, a position he 
had held since 1893, he had remained 
in active contact with the organiza- 
tion as its counselor up to the past 
year. 


WALK OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Rumanian Liberals Quit After Pro- 
tést on a Pro-Carol Speech. 1

BUCHAREST, May 13.—Exciting | 
scenes took place in the Rumanian | 
Chamber this afternoon when M.| 
Duca, Minister of Interior under the | 
Bratianu régime, as a move in the 
Liberal party’s campaign against the 
government, attacked Senator Cor- 
nescu of the National peasant party 
for a speech praising the former 
Crown Prince Carol. The scene cul- 
minated in M. Duca and other Lib- 
erals' ostentatiously leaving the 
Chamber. 

Ironically addressing Premier 
Maniu as the Minister-President for 
King Milai,’’ M. Duca asked what 
steps he proposed to take against 
Senator Cornescu, who on the occa- 
sion of the national celebrations de- 
livered an address in the Tirgoff Ca- 
thedral éxtravagantly praising Carol. 

M. Maniu ignored the question, but 
Minister of the Interior Vaida-Voevod | 
replied, reading a report on the inci- 
dent furnished by the local Prefect 
which showed that M. Duca had mis- 
quoted several passages. M. Vaida- 
Voevod disavowed Senator Cornescu, 
urging his party to abstain from such 
activities in order not to supply Lib- 
eral ‘‘conspirators’’ with material. 

M. Duca, infuriated at this reply, 
told the Minister of the Interior that | 
not he, but M. Maniu, was being in- 
terpelated. When the President of 
the Chamber called him to order, M. 
Duca angrily marched from the! 
Chamber, followed by other Liberals. | 
Afterward, the Minister of Justice 
stated that the public prosecutor was 
asking the Senate to waive M. Cor- 
nescu’s immunity in order that he 
might be prosecuted for his speech. 

Senator Cornescu in his speech had 
stated that Prince Carol was the 
bravest soldier the country had pro- 
duced since Michael the Brave, Ru- 
mania’s national hero and first king.

Mr. Weston had an elastic, swing- 
ing stride and legs that never seemed 
to tire. At the age of 22 he took his 
first long walk, 443 miles, from Bos- 
ton to ashington, to attend the 
inauguration of Abraham Lincoln, 
covering the distance in 208 hours. 
But the most remarkable walking | 
feats of his career were performed | 
after he had passed the age of 70. 

His Boston-Washington walk at-| 
tracted so much attention that Wes- | 
ton decided to embark upon a career | 
of a professional walker. In 1867 he | 
walked from Portland, Me., to Chi- | 
cago, 1,326 miles, in twenty-six days. | 
Forty years later he repeated the | 
feat and covered a route nineteen | 
miles longer than the first and bet- 
tered his record by twenty-nine 
hours. He appeared in many exhi- | 
bitions and contests in America and | 
Europe. In 1879 he won the famous | 
Astley Belt by covering 550 miles in |

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JERSEY OPENS FIGHT 
ON BEACH POLLUTION 


Asks Supreme Court for Leave 
to Sue New York for 
Dumping Garbage. 








ACTS ON WATER DIVERSION 





State Also Seeks to Sue to Prevent 
Use of Five Tributaries of 
Delaware River. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Two im- 
portant cases which the. State of 
New Jersey proposes to start, one 
against the City of New York and 
the other against the city and State 
of New York, were directed to the 
attention of the United States Su- 
preme Court today. 

New Jersey. asked leave to file a 
suit against the city with a view to 
restraining it from committing a 
“nuisance causing damage to the 
property of the plaintiff and its 
citizens and a menace to the health 
of its inhabitants by dumping gar- 
bage and refuse in the Atlantic 
Ocean off the coast of the plaintiff.’’ 

Permission was asked also to file 
a suit to enjoin ‘‘the threatened di- 
version within the State of New 
York of waters of five tributaries of 
the Delaware River’’ for use and 
benefit of the city of New York, in 
violation, it is alleged, of the rights 
of New Jersey and its citizens. 

The motions were _ submitted 
through Attorney General Wiliiam 
A. Stevens and Assistant Attorney 
General Duane E. Minard of New 
Jersey. The court took the matter 
under advisement and will make 
known its decision soon, probably 
next Monday. New Jersey authori- 
ties believe they will receive permis- 
sion to sue in both cases. 

Both petitions are the outgrowth 
of controversies between the offi- 
cials of the two States which have 
lasted for a long time. 

In the case against the city, New 
Jersey seeks to enjoin the city of 
New York, its contractors, officers, 
agents and employes from dumping 
any garbage or refuse into the ocean 
or other waters off the coast of New 
phase and from otherwise defiling 
or polluting waters and beaches. 

The bill sets forth in detail dam- 
age alleged to have been caused to 
New Jersey by the dumping of 
garbage and other refuse into waters 
contiguous to the Jersey coast. 

The complaint, based on diversion 
of waters of the Delaware River 
asks for an injunction to be directed 
to the.State of New York and the 
City of New York, perpetually re- 
straining and enjoining them and 
each of them from diverting or ab- 
stracting any waters from the Dela- 





ware River or from any of its tribu- 
taries, and particularly from the 
Neversink River, Willowemoc River, 
Beaverkill, East Branch of the Dela- 
ware River and the Little Delaware 
River. 

The complaint states that there is 
no public necessity for the City of 
New York to undertake the proposed 
diversion of waters and that part or 
all of the water isto be used for the 
deveopment of hydroelectric power. 


DENNETT TRACT TO GO 
TO ALL IN CONGRESS 


Committee of Women Will Mail 
‘The Sex Side of Life’ in 


Defiance of Law. 





The pamphlet, ‘‘The Sex Side of 
Life,’?’ by Mrs. Mary Ware Dennett, 
will be mailed within two weeks to 
President Hoover and. all United 
States Senators and Representatives 
by a special committee of women, 
who will be responsible for whatever 
action postal authorities might take, 
according to an announcement. yes- 
terday by Roger N. Baldwin, a di- 
rector of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union. The mailing of the pam- 
phiet is in the nature of a protest 
against the alleged misuse of the 
Federal obscenity law in the con- 
viction of Mrs. Dennett. 

The letters containing the pam- 
phlet will go into the mail first class, 
Mr. Baldwin said. The postoffice 
officials have stated, he said, that 
they would not regard the mailing 
of the pamphlet to public officials 
as an offense, although prosecuting 
officers have taken the opposite 
view. The mailing of the pamphlet 


is a criminal offense, according to 
the decision in the Dennett case. 

“The mailing of these pamphlets 
to the President, Senators and Con- 
gressmen,’”’ Mr. Baldwin said, ‘‘is no | 
stunt, but a serious effort on the 
part of a number of interested op- 
ponents of the postoffice censorship 
to secure th- repeal of the law. At- 
tention will be called to the fact that 
the pamphlet is in no essential re- 
spect different from the sex litera- 
ture distributed by the United States 
Health Service. 

“Neither the Civil Liberties Union | 
nor the Mary Ware Dennett defense | 
committee is taking any responsibili- | 
ty for this action, since we are en- 
gaged in the defense of Mrs. Dennett 
and do not want to risk having to 
defend ourselves too,’’ Mr. Baldwin | 
said. ‘‘But if any of these ladies get | 
into trouble, the Civil Liberties Union 
will take them on, too.’’

Governor Roosevelt recalled his 
journey to France as Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy soon after the 
armistice, when he held conferences 
with Premier Clemenceau regarding 
peace terms.

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HICKEY AGAIN CALLS 
HUNTINGTON SUICIDE 


Detective Admits Autopsy Led 
to Murder Belief, but Says New 
Evidence Ended That. 








NO ONE UNDER .SUSPICION 





Officer Now Thinks Passer-By May 
Have Picked Up Death Pisto! and 
Fears to Surrender It.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 13.— 
County Detective Edward J. Hickey, 
disavowing reports that he believed 
Walter T. Huntington wds murdered 
and that he was prepared to arrest 
the alleged slayer, declared tonight 
that evidence now in his possession 
convinced him that the Harvard stu- 
dent, found shot to death in a Wind- 
sor marsh on Wednesday, committed 
suicide. 

He admitted, however, that for 
twenty-four hours following the au- 
topsy he leaned to the murder theory. 
Then, he said, evidence uncovered 
since that time, especially some of 
Huntington’s letters, tended to sub- 
stantiate his original conclusion of 
suicide. 

Mr. Hickey said today that he had 
talked with every one who mig 
have had some connection with the 
case and had discovered nothing that 
would cause him to change his opin- 
ion that Huntington shot himself be- 
cause of remorse renee from in- 
discretions during the la 
months of his college life. 

The detective expressed the belief 
that the two automobile operator’s 
licenses, one for 1928 and the other 
for 1929, found in the youth’s inside 
coat pocket, were put there by Hunt- 
ington for the purpose of identifi- 
cation when his body was found. 

As for the missing revolver, Mr. 


Hickey said that he had no idea'| 


where it might be and could advance 
no theory as to how it could have 
been lost or removed from the scene 
other than it might have been picked 
up by a passerby who feared to give 
it up.

“4, The books that are sold by 
these ‘clubs’ or ‘guilds’ receive an 
amount of concentrated and facti- 
tious advertising Which ‘is detr:men- 
tal to the sale of scores of other 
books in the same field of an equal 
or superior order of merit. 

‘S. The influence of these ‘clubs’ 
and ‘guilds’ tends to the acceptance 
of ‘books on ‘authority’ and to the 
making of moguls out of otherwise 
excellent committeemen. It tends 
to discourage the reading of book 
reviews and browsing in book stores 
and prevents the discovery of the 
fact that the limit of intellectual 
effort is greater than six minds can 
compass. 

“6. The methods of marketing 
books through these ‘clubs’ and 
‘guilds’ is detrimental to the inter- 
ests of authors, of publishers and of 
booksellers through whom, if at all, 
the cultural needs of the people at 
large must be supplied. 

““t. The practice of permitting the 
officers or employes of these ‘clubs’ | 
and ‘guilds’ to inspect manuscripts 





or proofs in advance of publication 
in order that their committeemen 


may be presented with a narrow 
choice of a field which they 
could not by any possibility consider 


in its entirety is the root of a para- 
sitical gro which is infesting the 
whole field of authorship, publica- 
tion and boskeriling. We charge 
that it tends toward a restraint of 
trade which is beyond the protection 
and scope of the copyright laws and 
out of harmony with the idea of free 
competition in an open field.’’ 


Attempt to Combat Clubs Failed. 


An unsuccessful attempt by the 
booksellers to combat the book clubs 
on their own ground was disclosed 
in the report of Stanley Remington 
of Baltimore, treasurer of the Book- 
sellers’ Association. He disclosed 
that the ‘“‘book selection depart- 
ment,’’ created last year with the 
idea that booksellers, aided by volun- 
teer boards of eminent critics, could 
select their own best books of the 
month and boost sales by intensive 
advertising campaigns, failed for 
lack of support. 

The venture, he reported, suffered 





a loss of $7,193 from May 10, 1928. 
to April 30, 1929. Profits from other 
departments offset this deficit so 
that the association was able to re- 
port an eperating loss of only $6,685 
for the year. 

A statement replying to the criti- 
cisms against the book clubs was is- 


sued by Harold Guinzburg, president 
of the Literary Guild.

Sum From City Budget, He 
Asserts Over Radio. 








ASSAILS POLITICAL POWERS 





Former Mayor Charges They Are in 
Partnership With Elements of 
Underworld. 





The assertion that $50,000,000 a 
year in graft and waste could be cut 
from the city budget by a Mayor and 
Board of Estimate free from control 
of ‘‘a dictatorial political machine’”’ 
was made last night by former Mayor 
John F. Hylan in the first of a 
series of radio speeches. Mr. Hylan 
spoke from Station WGBS under the 
ruspices of the Better City Govern- 
ment League. which is supporting 
him as an independent candidate for 
Mayor. 

‘The ultimate saving an indepen- 
dent administration could effect 
would be over $70,000,000 a year,’ 
Mr. Hylan continued. ‘‘Eight years 
of budget making have taught me 
how appalling are the sums annually 
wasted by a Board of Estimate con- 
trolled by political dictators. 

“‘The trouble with New York is that 
we are big, rich, improvident and 
careless. We have been under sub- 
jection of a political machine so long 
we are used to it, and some cynics 
say the people even enjoy it. 

“The whole city of New York suf- 
fers shamefully from neglect, and 
yet over $600,000,000 is appropriated 
to take care of its requirements. 
Taxes and assessments are high be- 
cause of the enormous overhead of 
graft and waste. 

‘‘An administration that does not 
safeguard the welfare of its people 
has no moral right to exist. The 
ultimate end of public extravagance, 
graft and waste is bankruptcy, 
morally as well as financially. The 
people demand relief and they are 
answered by clever repartee, empty 
promises, and the curt gibes of glib- 
tongued officials. The whole ma- 
chinery of our municipal govern- 
ment is in the grip of a profiteering 
group almost without parallel in the 
history of the country. There is 
overwhelming evidence of a co- 
partnership between political powers 
and the underworld elements. 

“The people will look for relief in 
vain unless they organize and make 
their protests effective. This is the 
people’s fight. The Better City Gov- 
ernment League offers the only prac- 
tical solution for the problems which 
face our city. These problems must 
be solved if the city is to be saved 
from bankruptcy and from the ever- 
growing grip of graft and _ the 
menace of the underworld:”’ 

Mr. Hylan’s next address, which 
will have city finances for its topic, 
will be on Thursday, May 23, at

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“A GROWER. OF SUGAR BEETS.” 


Washington dispatches report the 
President as displeased with the 
*new duty on sugar, as proposed, of 
3 cents a pound. He may think 
that this rate would make trouble 
in Cuba. Sugar imported from that 
island would still enjoy its prefer- 
ential of 20 per cent, but Cuban 
planters and the Cuban Government 
itself believe that the resultant duty, 
2.40 cents a pound on Cuban) sugar, 
would be ruinous to their industry. 
It may be that Mr. HOOVER is;troub- 
led lest the price of sugar would 
be raised to domestic consumers in 
a way to provoke a domestic politi- 
cal reaction. But if the President 
would only read the debate about 
sugar and sugar duties and sugar 
prices in the House of Representa- 
tives, he would find all his doubts 
and fears dispelled. 

There could not be a more beauti- 
ful example of the way to go to 
work to make the growing of sugar 
beets profitable in this country, to 
the great delight of all who may 
have to pay more for the product, 
than the account given in the House 
by Representative TIMBERLAKE of 
Colorado. He is a gentleman of most 
engaging frankness. After saying 
that the sugar schedule was one 
which “with my associates I had 
the privilege of preparing,’’ he later 
innocently explained the reason of 
his individual interest in the sugar 
duty: 

If you will permit a personal ref- 

erence, I am a grower of sugar 

beets. I am considered one of the 
efficient growers. During the past 


such an eloquent and patriotic ap- 
peal. Similarly conclusive was Rer- 
resentative TIMBERLAKE when he 
parried queries about Philippine 
sugar. As is well known, he spon- 
scred a resolution in the last Con- 
gress proposing to limit the amount 
of sugar that might be imported 
into the United States from the 
Philippines free of duty. In the 
pending bill, doubtless owing to the 
urgent representations made by 
Secretary STIMSON, the Ways and 
Means Committee put no clause 
meddling with Philippine sugar. Mr. 
TIMBERLAKE is forced for the time 
being to acquiesce in this, but he 
desired no one to remain in doubt 
of his true and statesmanlike posi- 
tion regarding the Philippines: 

I am one who has always held the 
opinion that, while this country 
was pledged to grant them inde- 
pendence at such time as they were 
capable of self-government, which 
they are looking forward to and 
constantly asking Congress to 
grant them independence, that 
rather than let our industries 
dwindle to such a point as to crip- 
ple and destroy American interests 
in this country, I would gladly 
support a resolution providing for 
their independence. ; 

Nothing could be clearer. If the 
Philippines were independent, Mr. 
TIMBERLAKE could tax their sugar, 
and that would make him perfectly 
happy. What it would make them 
is no concern of his. 








GIANT PIERS. 


There was a time when a pier 
three or four hundred feet long was 
all that any vessel entering New 
York Harbor required for a com- 
fortable berth. Monsters now built or 
building threaten to project beyond 
the end of 1,000-foot piers, like dachs- 





hungs out of a kennel. New York 
is naturally anxious to play the host | 
to these modern ships, such as the | 
Majestic and the new German liners, | 
Europa and Bremen, all over 900 
feet long. But she has found it dif- 
ficult to arrange to do so. In the 
eyes of our ancestors the Hudson 
must have looked wide enough to 
accommodate all the docks and 
channels that might ever be needed, 
but with the building of new piers 
and the extension of the bulkhead 
lines and the coming of the super- 
leviathans the river has shrunk. 
When the city lately proposed to 
built two 1,000-foot piers at the 
foot of Forty-eighth and Fiftieth 
Streets, New Jersey, ever vigilant 
to protect her own interest, carried 
her protest to the War Department. 
which is inclined to look askance at 
any further narrowing of the channel. 

Casting about for some other 
means of berthing the giant liners, 
New York has hit on the scheme of 
scooping a chunk out of the side of 
Manhattan between Twenty-third 
and Twenty-ninth Streets and build- 
ing the necessary piers there. It 
would mean, in effect, dumping six 
city blocks out at sea and relocat- 
ing various terminal markets and 
railroad yards. If the Dutch could 
consider canalizing Manhattan Is- 
land, there is no reason why their 
descendants, seeing the supremacy 
of their harbor menaced, should not 
consider running piers several hun- 
dred feet inland. But it is manifest- 
ly a mammoth undertaking, and it 
is hard to believe that Commissioner 
COSGROVE’S cost estimate of $24,000,- 
000 errs on the side of conservatism. 
His plan is worth considering as one 
of several possibilities. To provide 
longer piers, as others have pro- 
posed, by slicing the waterfront on 
the bias like a French roll has 
obvious disadvantages. The Port 
Authority’s preference is for stag- 
gered docks, first a few long ones 
on the New Jersey side, then a batch

Mr. TIMBERLAKE is evidently one 
whose heart beats warmly for his 
native land, and who has large and 
generous conceptions of the readi- 
ness of his fellow-citizens to make 
sacrifices for the good of a privi- 
leged class. Pointed inquiries were 
made of him concerning the higher 
price which the new duty would 
compel housewives to pay for their 
sugar. He deprecated such sordid 
arguments. Perhaps the price would 
not be raised by the full 64 cents a 
hundred pounds added by the in- 
creased duty. Even if it were, Mr. 
TIMBERLAKE refused to be shaken 
from his high position by any such 
groveling consideration. One can 
almost see his pained air and hear 
his trembling voice 8 he said: 

I would like to ask if it did raise 
the price of sugar a cent a pound 
whether or not the American peo- 
ple, in order to support an indus- 
try and improve the sugar indus- 
try in the Urited St-tes, weald be 
willing to pay an additional cent a 
pound for sugar. 

There can be but one answer to 








on the New York side, and so on;

A PEACEFUL SUNDAY. 


If Mr. HOOVER entertained Senator 
Bora at luncheon and Senator Fess 
at dinner Sunday, that must have 
been due to the accident of invita- 
tion and not to any indisposition of 
the two Senators to “ get together” 
and radiate harmony. Possibly, too, 
the President may have preferred to 
continue his separate studies of 
these two distinguished Senators. 
But there was no need of reconcilia- 
tion. They haven’t quarreled. Mr. 
Fess retains some smack of the 
scholar’s jargon left over from his 
Service as a college president. He 
now thinks he got it from HIRAM 
JOHNSON; but some vague echo of 
“ pseudo-Clementine” or something 
as learned was ringing in his head 
when he sat down to write a Buck- 
eye friend a letter, maliciously or 
indiscreetly made public, in which 
he called Mr. BoRAH, Mr. BROOK- 
HART and Mr. Nye “ pseudo- 
Republicans.” 

He can’t have meant to say that 
these and the ten other Republicans 
who voted for the export debenture 
amendment are false, counterfeit, 
pretended, spurious Republicans. 
What is the final test of Republican- 
iom? The rewards which follow it. 
The chairmanships and. committee 
places which the dissenting Repub- 
lican Senators hold, show that they 
are true, genuine Republicans. They 
may be depended on to support Mr. 
HOoveR at least as ardently and 
thoroughly as they supported Mr. 
CooLipce. Mr. BorAH knows how 
to make allowance for Mr. FEss’s 





well-known zeal, and regards the 





unfortunate adjective as 
personal.” 

So is Mr. BoRAH’s waning and 
waxing Republicanism, so are 
Mr. BROOKHART’S poetical-statistical 
rumblings and revélutions and. his 
Wall Street smitings yesterday. 
Surely Mr. Fess would not obliterate 
those regional or local differences 
and shadings all the way from white 
to black that make the map of Re- 
publicanism so interesting to stu- 
dents of psychology. He wouldn’t 
Suppress one word of the confes- 
Sions of HIRAM JOHNSON or lose one 
groan of the remorseful struggle in 
that divided personality between the 
triumphant reactionary and the sub- 
merged progressive. The Kansas 
Senators now seem two lovely cher- 
ries molded on one stem, but through 
what agonies of change, what occa- 
sional variations and eccentricities 
of orbit, what martyrdoms of 
thought, they have come to this 
peace! 

The Republican party is too great 
to be subjected to standardization. 
It can afford to be tolerant to 
“honest differences of opinion.” It 
can even nourish tenderly in its 
bosom the two Wisconsin Senators 
So eager to destroy it, because, in 
theory, they would destroy the 
Democratic party also and bring the 
era of perfection. It is a pleasure to 
agree with Mr. FEss that this trivial 
matter of the letter “will not lead 
“to any party division or any per- 
“sonal animosity.” At least, it will 
not lead to any sharper one than 
now exists and, for the most part, 
has long existed. The Republicans 
are the same old band of brothers; 
and Mr. BORAH might well have used 
to the President instead of the tame 
“How do you do?” the happier 
formula of JOAB, “Art thou in 
health, my brother?”

CHINA’S TROUBLED 
NATIONALISTS. 


Renewed fighting in China, which 
appears like a Spring perennial 
there, is a reminder that the more 
she changes the more she remains 
the same. Nominally, the Nationalist 
Government of CHIANG KAI-SHEK 
controls all of China. Actually, his 
faction dominates only Nanking and 
Central China. In the North, FENG 
YU-HSIANG is hesitating between 
cool neutrality and active hostility 
toward CHIANG. In the South, the 
allies of CHIANG in Canton have 
bought peace with the left-wing in- 
surgents who resented CHIANG’S 
steam-roller methods of dominating 
the Nationalist party, and who 
thought it worth while to embarrass 
him by attacking Canton. With 
greater philosophy than most West- 
erners show, the attacking forces 
accepted a goodly sum of money in- 
stead of a military victory. 

This Southern episode is merely 
symptomatic of political discontent. 
The uncertainty about FENG is 
more serious. Not even his enemies 
deny that he is powerful and able. 
His personal following is great. His 
army is well trained and his officers 
are diligent and capable. While the 
same things may be said of CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK, he has the handicap of 
having among his advisers many 
young men trained in the West, who 
are reputed to lack the stability of 
those educated in China. One of the 
frequent results of our Western edu- 
cational system is that it cuts off 
the youthful Oriental from his own 
background without giving him 
enough of our traditions to take the 
place of what he has lost. 

Outsiders, with no personal axes 
to grind in Chinese politics, see 
little to choose between FENG and 
CHIANG. Both are dictators. Both 
are experienced. Both have their 
violent partisans. CHIANG calls him- 
self “President,” although neither 
his office nor the form of his gov- 
ernment even remotely resembles 
our own. FENG, perhaps because he 
has no alternative, is franker, and 
is still first and foremost a military 
man. In fact, his friends have criti- 
cized him for having, until recently, 
failed to surround himself with 
competent civilian aides. It is now 


| reported that he is doing so, appar- 


‘ently with a view to being able to 
delegate civilian powers to his own 
trained men. 

If these two leaders cannot recon- 
cile their jealousies, it is still pos- 
sible that one will give way to the 
other without war. Of the two, 
CHIANG has apparently been the less 
selfish, although it has been charged 
by cynics that on the occasions 
when he has withdrawn from power 
that action has been forced rather 
than altogether voluntary. The al- 
ternative to an adjustment is more 
fighting. This would be all the more 
deplorable in that the two antago- 
nists are so powerful and so evenly 
matched. 


OUR MILLION PUPILS. 


The report of the Superintendent 
of Schools for 1927-1928 shows that 
the average daily register for the 
school year of all the schools, ex- 
Clusive of the continuation schools, 
passed the million mark (1,014,603), 
an increase of 18,262 over 1926-1927. 
We have thus come into the million- 
a-day period, though the average 
daily attendance still falls several 
tens of thousands short of that num- 
ber. <A certain ancient city was 
saved from extermination because 
there were “ six score thousand who 
“could not tell their right hand 
“from their left hand—also much 
“cattle.” It was only a temporary 
salvation, however, and mere num- 
bers of ignorance and innocence will 





not save a city from becoming 
ultimately “one with Nineveh and 








Tyre.” By extension of the “ polis” 
from the city to the nation, the 
existence of twenty or thirty million 
children without instruction in the 
common experience of those who 
have gone before, save through 
individual parental advice, would 
mean a loss of most if not all that 
the nation has won collectively. 

The account of what has been 
undertaken for the million children 
of this city is most impressive in 
volume, and would be stirring read- 
ing if its significance could be 
appreciated. Spread through nearly 
five hundred pages, it will not be 
read by many in its entirety. It 
would be an added contribution of 
great value if there could be a brief 
interpretation of the report, through 
which the parents of these million 
could get a glimpse at least of what 
the city is attempting to do for 
their children, and the city itself 
might get a comprehensive view of 
its own vast and varied enterprise. 
When it is considered that no two 
children are alike, but that groups 
of them in classes of considerable 
size must be carried along together, 
it seems almost a miracle that 
democracy does as well as it does in 
carrying forward such a multitude 
to self-dependent and interdepen- 
dent citizenship. It is, all in all, the 
greatest triumph of mankind over 
its past and the greatest promise of 
race progress, whatever disappoint- 
ment there may be in the individual. 

Older people will read some of the 
pages of this report with a sense 
that they in their training were 
imposed upon or wasted time and 
effort. Grammar is now limited to 
“the last two years of school” and 
appears in simplified form. Parsing 
has long since vanished; the dia- 
graming of sentences has also been 
eliminated. Writing has been “ rad- 
ically changed.” Scientific study of 
penmanship now suggests the dis- 
carding of the “full-arm” system. 
Spelling is taught more scientifically 
and its range somewhat reduced. 
Nature study comes into a larger 
place in the urban child’s life. These 
are but the beginnings of revisions 
that are going forward to give the 
oncoming generation advantages 
which those who went before have 
missed because of the excessive time 
spent on certain subjects. 

As to the physical provision, the 
report shows that less than 5 per 
cent of the elementary school pupils 
are on “short-time” and that the 
difficulty now is not in meeting the 
total need, but in following shifting 
needs. It is the continuation schools 
that seem most to demand attention. 
All in all, the city’s educational work 
is of first importance and deserves 
a@ more general concern than is 
shown by the public. 
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STORIED PASTS. 


Bulgaria is celebrating the thou- 
sandth anniversary of her Golden 
Age, the reign of Czar SIMEON. He 
ruled over a Balkan empire extend- 
ing from the Black Sea to the Adri- 
atic and worried the successors to 
CONSTANTINE at Byzantium. One 
suspects—without blaming—an ex- 
ceptional fervor in Bulgaria’s fes- 
tivities because of the present low 
estate of that country. She bet on 
the wrong horse in the World War, 
and the Balkans are not a cheerful 
place for losers. In times of adver- 
sity peoples strive to warm their 
hands and hearts at the glow of re- 
membered greatness; and, what is 
more, they often succeed. In the 
long Turkish night which began to 
fall upon the Balkan races even be- 
fore Czar SIMEON in the tenth cen- 
tury, and which began to lift only a 
hundred years ago, Bulgars were 


taught to remember or to recall the | 


Golden Age of Czar SIMEON, and 
Serbs the Golden Age of Emperor 
STEPHEN DUSHAN. The Greeks had, 
of course, a much greater if remoter 
past to cling to. Regularly in 
Europe it is the renaissance of a 
nation. 

This is as it should be. The mis- 
chief about these remembered glo- 
ries begins when we begin to talk 
of the empires which extended 
from here to there. If peoples could 
recall their forefathers’ great deeds 
but forget their forefathers’ maxi- 
mum frontiers, Europe would have 
been a much happier continent to 
live in. It is when one Golden Age 
comes territorially into conflict with 
a neighbor’s Golden Age that blood 
begins to flow. The Bulgar recalls 
the spacious days of Czar SIMEON, 
whose fiat ran from the Black Sea 
to the Adriatic. The Serb recalls 
the glory of Emperor STEPHEN Du- 
SHAN, who four centuries later lord- 
ed it between the Black Sea and the 
Adriatic. There are many people in 
Poland who cannot forget the days 
when Poland ran from the Baltic to 
the Black Sea, and there are people 
in Lithuania who cannot forget that 
Poland was once the junior partner 
in a Polish-Lithuanian union. By 
going far enough back, every nation 
can cite a Golden Age when it lorded 
it over everybody else. When a na- 
tion in reduced circumstances asks 
merely for its own, it merely wants 
what was its own when it was at 
the top of the heap. 

It may be said for the criticized 
Treaty of Versailles that it did much 
to discourage this practice. The 
treaty did not eliminate ancient 
Europe’s racial minorities and‘ it 
created new minorities. But in con- 
crete numbers it has been authori- 
tatively estimated that where nearly 
100,000,000 souls in Europe before 
the war lived under alien rule there 





are now only about one-fifth as 
many. Progress has been made 

















toward teaching the nations to let 
their glorious past live in the past 
as far as frontiers are concerned. 
Europe has paid too heavy a price 
to tolerate the rival 100 per cent 
“historical” claims in the Balkans, 
in Central Europe or on .the Rhine. 


THE SUBMARINE “LUNG.” 

The decoration of Lieutenant 
CHARLES B,. MOMSEN and Chief 
Gunaer CLARENCE L. TIBBALS of the 
navy with Distinguished Service 
Medals for developing the “lung” 
device to be used by crews in escap- 
ing from sunken submarines calls 
attention to the fact that this inven- 
tion was the only one of 4,971 sub- 
mitted to the submarine naval board 
that was worth attention. Lieut. 
Commander DUNCAN, in command 
of the tests made off Key West, 
said that with the use of it the 
escape of crews would be “ certain” 
in future. From a depth of 200 feet 
Lieutenant MOMSEN and Chief Tor- 
pedo Man KALNOWSKI, wearing 
the mask and breathing bag, made 
their way to the surface of the sea 
from the submerged S-4 on March 
7. Previously MOMSEN, going down 
with non-commissioned officers and 
men in a diving-bell, in which a 
flooded department of a submarine 
was simulated, used the “lung” 
with success, But the supreme test 
occurred when a submarine was sub- 
merged to the bottom. Lieutenant 
MOMSEN has described the device: 

The ‘‘lung”’ breathing bag is 

small, made of rubber, and is not 
unlike a hot-water bottle. Its ca- 
pacity is about equal to that of 
human lungs; that is, from 230 to 
250 cubic inches. It has a double 
tube leading to the mouth, with 
valve arrangements which cause 
the wearer to take in air through 
one tube and breathe out through 
the other. As the air is forced into 
the bag a chemical absorbs the 
carbon dioxide. 

The user gets to the surface by 
raising himself, hand over hand, on 
a buoyed line, released from but 
secured to the submarine. At every 
ten feet on the line is a knot which 
indicates the rate of the ascent. 
““When the proper point is reached 
“the man who is escaping from the 
“submarine halts his progress to 
“ await decompression; he stops un- 
“til the air in his lungs reverts to 
“normal.” Experiments were made 
at Key West and in Chesapeake Bay. 
Undersea photography was em- 
ployed at Key West during the tests. 
The. pictures obtained can be used 
in schools of instruction. 

In the case of Lieutenant Mom- 
SEN and Chief Gunner TIBBALS the 
decoration was given not only for 
developing the “lung” device but 
for initiative and bravery in carry- 
ing out experiments with it at sea. 
They called for the display of cour- 
age in cold blood, which is quite a 
different thing from valor in the 
excitement of battle. No men on 
active service have more truly 
deserved the distinction. Working 
with the naval men on the inven- 
tion was FRANK H. HOBSON, a 
civilian engineer connected with the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
and to him was awarded a year’s 
pay, Secretary ADAMS regretting 
that a decoration could not be be- 
stowed. Mr. HOBSON could certainly 
not be left out, for he had a large 
share in the conception of the idea 
of the “lung,” and his work in its 
development greatly contributed to 
the final success.

Every one who lives 

Coal Cellar or works in New 

in York and sees the 
layer of dust and 
=r grime which hourly 
accumulates on clothing, desks and 
table-tops must realize that the air 
is overburdened with dirt. Even so, 
it comes as something of a shock to 
learn that there is a load of 2,200 
tons of dirt and dust in the air we 
breathe every day, a quantity of fuel 
sufficient to keep the city’s electric 
light and power plants running six 
hours out of the twenty-four. 

It is Professor SHELDON of New 
York University who, in an analysis 
prepared for the Smoke Nuisance 
Committee, calls attention toe the 
fact that New York keeps the equiv- 
alent of a well-supplied coal cellar 
in her circumambient air. He esti- 
mates that 65 per cent of the dirt 
and dust content of the air is carbon, 
which would amount to some 3,000,- 
000 pounds of highly volatile fuel. 
It is composed of unconsumed coal, 
gasoline, motor oil and other fuel. 

To permit such a waste of valuable 
combustibles is highly extravagant, 
aside from the needless expense 
caused by smoky, dusty air in the 
way of laundry bills, doctors’ bills 
and time lost from work. It would 
seem that the city might find a 
better use to which to put this 2,200 
tons of fuel than to set it circulating 
in the air. 

A recent comparison with Wash- 
ington showed thirty-six times as 
much dust here as in the capital. 
New Yorkers should not boast of 
that kind of supremacy.

Moonshine brightens the hotels. 
Near-beer is in great demand. You

known in Kansas and Nebraska as 
‘thumbing.’ ’”’ 

In a recent. divorce case, ‘‘tiger’s 
milk’’—which reminds one of the 
eccentrically named concoctions that 
used to be sold as ‘‘American drinks”’ 
in Scotch and English cities—made 
its appearance. Pour ‘‘a few gallons 
of alcohol into a bathtub, cut it half- 
and-half with water, then put in 
lemons and grapefruit peel and let it 
stand for twenty-four hours.’’ Drink 
it, and see how long you can stand. 


The plan for a na- 
tion-wide war on 
weeds sponsored by 
the United States 
Chamber of Com- 
merce will have the support of many 
not financially interested in the sav- 
ings which it is hoped thus to effect. 
Estimates show that the presence 
of weeds in crops causes damage 
amounting to millions of dollars. 

But the question—like many weeds 
—persistently recurs: When is a plant 
a weed? Some say that foreign wild- 
flowers introduced long years ago 
when the first hayseed was brought 
from Europe are really weeds. Others 
so class golden-rod and other native 
plants. 

The philosophical author of the 
“Standard Cyclopedia of Horticul- 
ture” defines a weed as ‘‘a plant that 
is not wanted’’ and then draws a 
moral from which it may be deduced 
that weeds are not a curse of the 
devil, but rather a goad to greater 
activity and improvement, placed 
for the good (if also the labor) of 
mankind, so that the ground will be 
more often tilled. 

On the basis of ‘plants not 
wanted"”’ there will be plenty on 
which the nation may effectively 
wage war. Certainly this is true of 
all those plants which in any way 
interfere with crops. But there are 
places—railway cuts, for example— 
where weeds are more welcome than 
no plants at all. It all depends on 
the nature of the weed.

The political cam- 
paign in England is

While proposing to give faithful 
accounts of Labor meetings and Labor 
speeches, as becomes fair-minded 
journalism, it will not take money 
for printing the views of the party 
which-it not only opposes, but of

DETAILS ARE WANTED. 


Calm Discussion of Transit Unifica- 
tion Plan Should Be Had Now. 
To the Lditor of The New York Times: 

Tue Times editorial ‘“‘Subway Ne- 
gotiations’’ quite correctly character- 
izes the relationship between Mr. 
Craig, the city’s counsel in the seven- 
cent fare litigation, and Mr. Unter- 
myer, counsel for the Transit Com- 
mission. The fair implications from 
the inconsistent actions of the two 
chief attorneys go beyond their mere 
legal opinions as to the pending 
I. R. T. action in the Federal courts. 
They go straight to the heart of the 
negotiations for a unified transit 
program. 

Legally, the Transit Commission 
acts as agent for the city. Its spe- 
cial counsel seems to have the en- 
tire support of the commission. Does 
the city concur with the actions, sug- 
gestions and plans of its agent, the 
Transit Commission, or does it not? 
If it does, then what reason is there 
for the city’s chief legal officer, Mr. 
Hilly, to engage Mr. Craig as special 
counsel, when it is known in advance 
that Mr. Craig differs, as THz TIMEs 
editorial puts it, ‘‘100 per cent’’ from 
Mr. Untermyer? If it does not, then 
why does not the city, through its 
accredited representatives, make that 
situation clear, so that the public 
may know that the suggestions and 
plans promulgated by the Transit 
Commission’s special counsel need 
not be taken seriously? 

Mr. Untermyer’s statement, as re- 
ported in THE Times of May 6, that 
the city and the Transit Commission 
agree upon policy and that the dan- 
ger of a disagreement might arise 
from a change of administration is 
certainly puzzling.

removes the administrative heads of 
the different city departments, shall 
select only persons best qualified by 
education and experience for these 
posts; that he retain in service with- 
out regard to political affiliation 
those persons who have demon- 
strated special fitness, and that he 
take prompt action in the removal 
of officials who demonstrate incom- 
petence.”’ 


Urges Freedom for School Board. 


After considering the various de- 
partments of the city in detail, the 
report made the following recom- 
mendations with regard to the Board 
of Education. 

“It is urged that the men and 
women appointed to the board be of 
outstanding intelligence, training, in- 
dependence of mind and ability, un- 
‘swayed by considerations of political 
expediency and that a board so 
composed be permitted to use its 
discretion in making appointments.”’ 

Declaring that speakeasies are an 
increasing evil, the ge urged that 
the Police Department, the Board of 
Education and the courts cooperate 
to put an end to the ‘‘menace’”’ as 
speedily as possible. 

Norman H. Davis, Under-Secretar 
of State in President Wilson’s a 
ministration, in an address follow- 
ing the report predicted that New 
York City will have to turn to the 
city manager plan to run its affairs. 

“I believe that the city manager 
plan is where we will wind up the 
running of a city of this size,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We need experts running 
government who are trained for 
their Pry and who will perform 
their duties without regard to poli- 
tics. I urge you to study the city 
manager plan and arouse sentiment 
for its trial here. The Germans have 
got furthest in running municipal- 
ities. They engage experts without 
regard to politics. I admit it will be 
quite a job to eliminate politics from 
this city.”’ 


Commends City’s Government. 


Mr. Davis said that although he 
used to be prejudiced against Tam- 
many he had arrived at the conclu- 


sion that New York is the best gov- 
erned large city in the country, far 
superior to Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago. He regarded the recent elec- 
tion of a new Tammany chieftain as 
‘‘a reaction from the idealism of 
Governor Smith,’’ but added if a 
district leader had to be chosen as 
the new leader the best of the can- 
didates was selected.

AGREE ON ESTATE TAXES. ; 


New York Reciprocates With Six 
States and the Yukon. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 13 (P= | 
Reciprocity in estate taxes has been ' 
agreed upon, Thomas M. Lynch, | 
State Tax Commissioner, announced 
today, by New York, Idaho, Indiana, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and West Virginia and 
Yukon Territory, Canada. 

The agreement was reached, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Lynch, by 
virtue of recent legislation in the 
various States. Under these agree- 
ments, estates of residents of New 
York State who die on and after 
the dates of agreement will not be 
subject to death taxation on in- 
tangible personal property in those 
States and the Yukon, and similarly, 
estates of persons dying in those 
States will not be taxable in this 
State. 

Commissioner lLynch’s statement 
continued: 

“This reciprocal agreement  be- 
came effective with the State of 
Indiana on March 9 of this year, 
with Idaho and Yukon Territory on 
March 16, with North Carolina on 
March 19, while the arrangements 
with West Virginia will become ef- 
fective on June 3, with New Mexico 
on June 7 of this year, and with 
South Carolina on Jan. 1, 1930.”

SCORED BY SIMMONS 


| Open Market a Better Index 
of Values Than Opinions of 
Individuals, He Asserts. 


ANALYZES RECENT TRENDS 


Records Contradict Theory That 
Large Time Loans Are to Be 
Desired, He Says. 


HIS VIEW IN ANNUAL REPORT 


Increase in Market Value of Listed 
Securities in 1928 Estimated 
at $28,240,013,398. 


Asserting that ‘‘only time can es- 
tablish just what the permanent and 
‘normal’ levels’’ of security values 
and yields should be, President E. 
H. H. Simmons of the New York 
Stock Exchange, in his report for 
1928, made public this morning, ar- 
gues that the answer to this ques- 


tion must ultimately. be found in the; 
stock market itself. The report con- 
teins a: vigorous defense of the Stock 
Exchange as a barometer of eco- 
nomic conditions. 

“That the deliberate verdict of a 
| free and open securities market of 
international scope is something so 
; drrational that it requires refinement 
‘and regulation by dogma and for- 
mula,’’?’ Mr. Simmons says, ‘‘is an 
/ assumption as hazardous to the rep- 
utation of its sponsors as it is likely 
to be uneconomic and burdensome 
+ the security investors of the na- 

ion. 

‘In the vast crucible of the Stock 
Exchgnge markets all economic 
forces, however, imperceptible or 
unfamiliar are daily tested and as- 
sayed.. With every due allowance 
for the factor of artificial manipula- 
tion. or for the occasional vagaries 
of excited public opinion, it still re- 
mains true that the Stock Market, 
considered as acollective mechanism, 
reflects. basic economic forces and 
conditions much more accurately 
and dependably than do the opinions 
or assertions of individuals, how- 
ever experienced, gifted or profound. 
It is im consequence a very brave 
and confident person who is ready to 
assert that his judgment.of security 
values is superior to that collective 
and universal judgment. More than 
once in the past, and especially per- 
haps in the recent past, the collec- 
tive Stock Market has proved a much 
more reliable index to economic con-’ 
ditions than its critics.’’ 


Rise in Securities Values. 


The aggregate market value of all 
stocks:and bonds listed on the Stock 
Exchange increased $28,240,013,398 
during “1928, or from $86,611,068,404 
on Jan. 1, 1928, to $114.851,081,802 on 
Jan. 1, 1929. This compares with 
similar ‘increases of $11,067,298,798 in 
1927, $5,545,831,023 in 1926 and $9,- 
314,299,045 in 1925. The great in- 
crease in 1928 was largely due, Mr. 
Simmons points out, to the listin 
of two large British Governmen 
sterling’ war bond issues, the nomi- 
nal value of which was about $12,- 


“The listing Gf these two issues in 
itself,’’ he says, ‘‘1nore than accounts 
for the increase in the aggregate 
market value of listed bonds during 
1928. The aggregate “market value 
of all listed stocks increased in 1928 
by $17,735,702,354. This compares 
with increases of $11,360,188, in 
1927, $3,886,935 in 1926 and $7,416,- 
904,933 in 1925.’ 

According to the Exchange’s ‘‘cor- 
rected average of all listed shares,’’ 
the general advance in share prices 
was 12 per cent in 1925, none in 1926, 
21 per .cent in 1927 and 18 per cent 
in 1928, or 66 per cent from Jan. l, 
1925, to Jan. 1, 1929. 

‘“‘These percentages of price in- 
ereases,’’ the report says, ‘‘are ob- 
viously more in accord with the re- 
alities of the situation than the co- 
lossal percentages of price apprecia- 
tion frequently shown by share av- 
erages or indices based only upon 
a few share issues.”’ 

Mr. Simmons explains that the Ex- 
change’s all-inclusive share average 
for listed shares is ‘‘weighted’’ ac- 
cording to the outstanding number 
of shares of each ‘issue listed. That 
is, a 2,000,000-share issue is given 
twice as much ‘‘weight’’ as a 1,000,- 
000-share issue, and so on. 


Discusses Brokers’ Loans. 


On the subject of brokers’ loans 
Mr. Simmons has the following to 


Bay: 

“It will be noticed that through 
1926-1927 and the first half of 1928, 
call loans composed on the average 
about 75 per cent of total loans, and 
on one occasion even less than 70 
per cent. But during-the ‘latter half 
of 1928, the proportion of call to total 
loans rose rapidly to almost 90 per 
cent. Some authorities have argued 
that this development was danger- 
ous, because of the greater extent 
to which funds might suddenly be 
withdrawn from the security loan 
market. Whatever theoretical justi- 
fication for such a view may exist 
it is interesting to note that over the 
period of 1919-1922 the percentage of 
Stock Exchange member time loans 
to total loans was greatest in Oc- 
tober, 1919—on the very verge of the 
liquidating market of 1919-1921—and 
that call loans composed the highest 
percentage of total loans in June, 
1921—_immediately prior to the end of 
the declining market which termi- 
nated in August, 1921. 

“In reality, the proportionate em- 
ployment of call and time loans 
seems to be determined more by the 
conditions in the money than in the 
Stock Market. When lenders antici- 
pate rising interest rates, they will 
prefer ‘cul to time loans to obtain 
the fullest benefit from the rise and 
conversely when they anticipate fall- 
ing interest rates they will prefer 
time to call rates in order to secure 
high interest returns as long as ne 
sible. ~That stock market stability 
is more assured in proportion as 
more time loans are used to finance 
it is an assumption not only unsup- 

orted but directly contradicted by 

e Stock Market loan statistics of 
the recent past. 


Calls Loans Indispensable. 


“Tt is idle to declare stock market 
Joans ‘illegitimate’ when they are in- 
dispensable in the work of providing 
additidnal capital for industry and 
commerce by distributing securities 
to investors; the ‘funds represented 
by brokers’ loans are not withdrawn 
from productive use, but are actually 
‘involved directly” or a, in in-

has conclusively established the fact 
that stock market loans are, from 
the lenders’ standpoint, the safest 
form of loan known to American 
banking, even though they are de- 
nied the rediscount privilege at Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. 

‘In general, it may be said that 
the increased demand for stock mar- 
ket loans has been due to: (1) 
changes in securities listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange and thus 
made ipl f available as collateral 
for stock market loans; (2) changes 
in the prices of listed securities, par- 
ticularly shares; (3) changes in the 
proportionate amount of outstanding 
listed issues carried in the market 
‘floating supply’ by means of bor- 
rowed funds, as compared with the 
amount held outright by security in- 
vestors; and (4) changes in the fore- 
going respects in regard to securi- 
ties not listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange, but on the New 
York Curb Market and other Ameri- 
can and foreign stock exchanges, or 
in regard to unlisted securities dealt 
in ‘over-the-counter,’ or lastly in re- 
gard to new security underwritings 
and flotations in their initial stages 
of distribution. The more definite 
information that can be obtained on 
these various factors in the demand 
for stock market loans, the more 
clearly their real nature and func- 
tions can of course be seen. 


Surplus Funds in Market. 


“It seems worth remarking here, 
however, that the increase in stock 
market loans during 1928 has been 
accomplished with funds not arising 
from the manufacture of credit by 
banks so much as from capital saved 
and accumulated by individuals and 
business institutions. Bank deposits 
are created in two quite different 
ways—by the acceptance for deposit 
of funds owned outright by the de- 
positors, and by the granting of 
loans by banks in the form of de- 
posit-credits. In the first instance 
it is capital, and in the second it is 
credit, which is involved—two quite 
different considerations. Banks must 
naturally be deeply concerned with 
the hazards of creating or employ- 
ing too much credit, and it is proper- 
ly the function of our central bank- 
ing system to supervise such opera- 
tions critically and continually. 

“But the flow of capital on its way 
into national industry is not of simi- 
lar concern to our banking system, 
nor in the last analysis can it be 
similarly controlled. This has been 
clearly seen in the steady increase in 
the loans reported in the Federal 
Reserve statistics as from other 
lenders,’ which represent capital 
rather than credit. 

“The truth of the situation seems 
to be that there are today ample 
credit facilities in this country avail- 
able for all necessary uses, and in 
addition an unaccustomed surplus of 
capital for which there is no sound or 
safe use save in the securities mar- 
ket. No one is so foolish as delib- 
erately to advocate the destruction 
or the ‘freezing’ of this capital by 
producing a serious interruption of 
national prosperity.’’

Gossip Concerning Hoover and 
Mellon Factors in Rush 
of Selling. 





LOSSES OF 2 TO 10 POINTS 


Market Rallies Feebly in the Last 
Half Hour and Closes 
Steady. 





Prices on the stock market broke 
from 2 to 10 points yesterday on a 
fresh crop of rumors, some of them 
plainly inspired by bear speculators. 
Sales on the New York Stock Ex- 
change aggregated 4,626,290 shares, 
representing the largest turnover 
since May 1, while fifty representa- 
tive stocks showed a net decline in 
the averages of $4.88, the widest 
break since April 1. The market 
rallied feebly in the last half hour 
and closed steady, leaving, however, 
an almost interrupted succession of 
minus signs to tell the story of the 
day’s selling movement. 

The stories circulated yesterday 
and to which Wall Street ascribed 
the down rush of stocks were too 
numerous and some of them too fan- 
tastic to have received serious con- 
sideration under any conditions dif- 
ferent from those of yesterday. The 
speculative interests committed to 
the fall were blamed for some of 
them, while others were brought 
forth as 
lection of market stories. 


Mellon Rumor Big Factor. 


Perhaps the rumor which did most | 


to unsettle the market was that 
forecasting the early resignation of 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. 


This was followed by one that Presi- 
dent Hoover was about to take a 
position publicly approving the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in its efforts to 
prevent undue absorption of credit 
into the stock market. A third re- 
port which excited': much comment 
had it that the Reserve Board was 
bringing out a fresh statement bear- 
ing on the credit situation. 

erienced traders, who had seen 
nothing alarming in the news over 
the week-end, watched the tickers, 
wide-eyed with amazement, as the 
“‘big stocks,’’ one after another, were 
swept downward. Tape watchers 
could not understand what was hap- 
pening, but they did not hesitate to 
join the army of sellers. 

Wall Street, after sober reflection, 
was surprised at itself late in the day 
for allowing a stream of unsup- 
ported gossip to send the market on 
a headlong plunge. The rumors 
seemed to have been carefully 
timed, the first coming out early in 
the day only to be followed eA a 
string of others which the trading 
community did not take the trouble 
to check. Apparently the market 
was ripe for such a selling demon- 
stration as was touched off. Spas- 
modic efforts were :made to check 
the decline, but without any degree 
of success. Most of the stocks sold 
off gradually, sinking as each new 
block was offered. Brokers were 
surprised that the break did not ex- 
tend further considering the aggres- 
siveness of the early selling. 

Late in the afternoon brokers and 
traders, taking stock, concluded that 
the break had been caused to a large 
extent by a well-timed bear attack, 
supported by effective propaganda.

JEWELER ENDS LIFE 
AS RESULT OF THEFT 





'S. B. Stein, Who Failed After 


$275,000 Hold-Up in 46th 
St., Takes Gas in Office. 





DIES PROPPED BY CUSHIONS 





‘Life’s Poor Play Is Over,’ He Asserts 
in Note—Said to Have Brooded 
on Forthcoming Trial of Two. 


Solomon B. Stein, a manufacturing 
jeweler, was found dead yesterday, 
a suicide from gas, in ’thevsame 
office where last October he and’ an- 
other jeweler were robbed ‘of $275,000 
in precious stones and metals in a 
hold-up which caused the police to 
question Stein repeatedly. 

The jeweler had gone into bank- 
ruptcy after the hold-up, but recently 
had been struggling to regain pros- 
perity in his calling. A week ago 
he had been subpoenaed to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office for a confer- 
ence on the case against two men 
about to be placed on trial for the 
hold-up. 

The police believe that Stein had 
brooded on the ordeal of the ap- 
proaching trial and this mental 
strain, coupled with indifferent 
health, prompted him to seek death 
in the office of his concern, the 
A. S. K. Jewelry Manufacturing 
rg, mera on the twelfth floor of 
74 West Forty-sixth Street. 

At 3 o’clock on Sunday afternoon 
Stein entered the building. Hugh 
Berrige, the elevator man on duty, 
registered Stein’s name in the Sun- 
day visitors’ book and whisked him 
up to his office. Stein, the police 
learned, occasionally called at his 
office on Sundays to potter around 
in his workshop. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
Stein’s body was found lying face 
downward in the office. A tube 
leading to a gas jet beneath a 
jeweler’s furnace had fallen from 
the man’s lips. He had propped 
cushions against a chair, put the 
tube in his mouth and awaited 
death. The jeweler was found by 
a salesman, Herman Sirdell of 187 
Hendrix Street, Brooklyn, who sum- 
moned Patrolman Charles Roth of 
a West Forty-seventh Street Sta- 
ion. 

Detective Fitzpatrick of the same 
precinct found a note left by the 
suicide. It read: 

“Tired, he rests, and life’s poor 
play is over. Approach thy grave 
like one who draws the draperies of 
death about him and lies down to 
dream, and so falls the curtain on 
the last act of my life. Good-bye, 
everybody. 

“Tt takes a lot of gas to kill a 
man, but it not so bad.’’ 

The last sentence was scrawled in 
pencil, apparently as Stein began to 
lose consciousness. A pencil was 
found beside the body. 

Before composing himself for sui- 
cide, Stein had taken off his coat. 
Folded neatly, it was found on top 
of his overcoat, which, with his hat, 
had been laid on a display case. The 
jeweler was 36 years old and lived 
at 1,909 Quentin Road, Brooklyn. 

The robbery in which Stein ap- 
peared as a victim was staged by 
four armed and masked men, who 
entered his office on Oct. 8. A few 
minutes before the band burst in, 
Joseph Goldmuntz, member of_ the 
prominent diamond firm of Gold- 
muntz Brothers & Co. of 10 West 
Forty-seventh Street, had come to 
Stein’s office with approximately 
$200,000 in uncut stones. 

Mr. Goldmuntz told detectives that 
Stein had telephoned him, asking that 
an assortment of diamonds be 
brought to the office for inspection.

Churches,’’ the resolution said, ‘‘to 
withhold ts ‘ae from the present 
board until Dr. T. T. Shields and 
Miss Edith Rebman resign or are 
removed from office.’’ 

The issue was also declared to in- 
volve a growing bitter international 
feeling “‘‘in: view of the attitude of 
Dr.. Shields.and Miss Rebman against 
the campus,’ the document said. 
as well as some students and faculty 
members, are natives of Canada. 


Question of Credits Raised. 


Meanwhile, at his home in Toron- 
to, Dr.-Shields, who was cleared 
Saturday of rumors of indiscretions 
involving himself and Miss Rebman, 
the board’s secretary; today said that 
marks received by students attend- 
ing classes against the board’s order 
would not be recognized.

The new status of :the .Casino in 
Central Park was revealed yester.

C. F.' Zittel, former lessee, in asso- 
ciation with Samuel Krengel, a tax- 
payer.

ed for the press by the Percival 

. Frowert Company, Inc., conveyed 
the information that alterations cost- 
ing nearly $500,000 have been com- 

leted since Mr. Zittel vacated on 

eb. 1, and that “arrangements are 
being made for a formal opening on 
June 4, which is expected to rank as 
one of the most important social 
events of the city.’”’ 

The casino was established sixty 
years ago as part of a refreshment 
system approved by the Park Com- 
missioners of New York to stop 
basket parties littering the lawns 
with food scraps. It is to reopen, 
in the words of its new manage- 
ment, ‘‘essentially as a dinin lace 
for the fashionable and fas ‘afous”’ 
under the ‘‘patronage of a group of 
prominent New York business and 
social leaders headed by Anthony J. 
Drexel Biddle Jr. 

The names of these leaders are 
classified by the management’s proto- 
col in full, as follows: ‘‘Such repre- 
sentatives of society as W. K. Van- 
derbilt Jr., William Rhinelander 
Stewart Jr., James P. Donahue and 
Mr. Biddle. Others, on the board of 
governors, of which Mr. Biddle is 
chairman, include A. E. Lefcourt, 
Curtis Hutton, Franklyn L. Hutton, 
Robert Lehman, Jules S. Bache and 
William Randolph Hearst, represent- 
ing banking and business; and 
Adolph Zukor, Joseph M. Schenck 
and Florenz Ziegfeld, prominent the- 
atrical magnates. All told the board 
will comprise about forty names.

Berry and Other Officials to Meet

The long-discussed project for the 
improvement of Atlantic Avenue, 
Brooklyn, and the elimination of 
surface tracks from that thorough- 
fare took a long step forward yes- 
terday at a meeting of the Commit- 


tee of the Whole of the Board of 
Estimate. 

Acting upon a report of a joint 
committee of engineers, as presented 
by:Arthur S. Tuttle, consulting engi- 
neer of the Board of Estimate, 
| Mayor Walker appointed a special 
| committee to confer with engineers 
| of the Transit Commission and of 


| the Long Island Railroad Company 
and instructed that committee to 
prepare enlarged and comprehensive 
plans for the elimination of the 
tracks extending for five miles along 
Atlantic Avenue between Stone Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, and Maure Avenue, 
Jamaica, Queens. 
Favor Depressing Tracks. 

The board made it clear that it 
favors the plan for depressing the 
tracks all the way and constructing 
above the tracks a splendid boule- 
vard, at an estimated cost of $31,- 
100,000. This estimate covers con- 
struction only and does not include 
the cost of acquiring right of way, 
which Borough President James J. 
Byrne of Brooklyn and others said 
they thought would be ‘‘nominal.’’ 

Mr. Byrne added: ‘‘This is a great 


and important projected improve- 
ment and we should approach it in 
@ broad-minded way. here is only 
one way to do a job of this vag 
tude and that is to do it right. he 
only right way, now that we have 
the opportunity to get rid of the 
tracks at grade, is to sink them 
throughout the whole five miles and 
cover them with a boulevard that 
will be a credit to the city. So far 
as concerns expense this will be a 
good investment for the city. The 
present assessed valuation of the 

roperty along that section of At- 
antic Avenue is about $14,000,000. 
Sink the railroad tracks under 
ground and give us a modern boule- 
vard above them at the street level 
and within a year you will find that 
taxable property valuations there will 
jump to $50,000,000.’’ 

To confer with the representatives 
of the Transit Commission and the 
Long Island Railroad Company the 
Mayor named Controller Charles W. 
Berry, Aldermanic President Joseph - 
V. McKee, Corporation Counsel Ar- 
thur J. W. Hilly, Consulting Engi- 
neer Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief Engi- 
neer Herman H. Smith and the chief 
engineers of the Borough Presidents’ 
offices of Brooklyn and Queens, 

en the question was asked in 
what proportion the $31,100,000 cost 
would be divided between the city 
and the railroad company, Mayor 
Walker said that could not yet be 
determined, as it would have to be 
a matter for future adjudications or 
agreement. The proportionate ex- 
pense, as fixed by statute for mere 
gene crossing eliminations, cannot 

e applied to a project which unites 
such track eliminations with a great 
municipal improvement at — 
such as the proposed boulevard. 

Proposes 120-Foot Highway. 

In his report on behalf of the en- 
gineering ‘committee to which the 
various projects were referred, Mr. 
Tuttle said in part: 

‘‘All of the conferees agreed that 
the best interests of the city would 
be served by depressing the existing 
tracks and facilities of the Long 
Island Railroad from Stone Avenue, 
in the Borough of Brooklyn, to 
Maure Avenue, in the Borough of 
Queens, about five miles, the work 
to include the removal of the elevated 
structure between Williams Avenue 
and Atkins Avenue, and the con- 
struction of a_roof or cover over the 
depressed railroad structure. This 
improvement, which would be car- 
ried out under an enlarged plan pre- 
pared pursuant to the provisions of 
the Grade Crossing Elimination act, 
known as Chapter 
1928, as amended by Cha 
the Laws of 1929, would 
use of Atlantic Avenue for 
width of 120 feet as an unobstructed 
highway. As thus improved, an im- 
portant portion of a through and 
much-needed traffic artery would be 
created between the business centre 
of the Borough of Broo and the 
Jamaica section of the rough. of 
Queens, and at a lesser cost than 
is-possible on any other direct alter- 
nate route, and inciden a needed 
oqo + tard be provided for thc 
conduit boulevard.

balanced rounds of 76 and 77 for a 
low total of 153. It was three strokes 
less than the two-round aggregate 
made by Sidney Noyes of Hotchkiss 
School last year when conditions for 
low scoring were far more favorable 
than they were today with the fair- 
ways heavy as a result of last 
night’s storm. 


Hotchkiss Team Scores. 


The team championship again was 
won by the four Hotchkiss repre- 
sentatives, whose total of 653 was 
seven strokes below the total turned 
in by the Tome School team. Hill 
School finished third, with a four- 


man total of 668; Choate was fourth, 
ten strokes higher, and Lawrence- 
ville was fifth, with a score of 687. 

Thirty-two schools were . repre- 
sented in the team event, which was 
decided .on the basis of the best four 
scores made in the qualifying round. 
The contest simmered down to a 
five school race early in the day, the 
point score at the end, of the first 
eighteen holes béing: Tome 330, 
Hotchkiss 381, Lawrenceville 336,

Although only four men in the field

But Crews Are Not Overconfident—

Columbia’s undefeated rowing 
squad took up its oars again yester- 
day and started preparations for the 
four-race regatta with M. I. T. here 
on Saturday. Back from Carnegie 
Lake, where they defeated Princeton 
and Penn for the Childs Cup last 
Saturday, the Lions lost no time in 
getting onto the Harlem River for 
a four-mile row.

HADDOCK, Ga., May 13 (r.— 
Death today claimed George T. Stall- 


ings, 63, veteran baseball player and 
manager, who wrote his name among 
the game’s immortals. in 1914 When 
he led the Boston National League 
club from the cellar in July to .a 
world’s championship. : 

The veteran pilot died at his plan- 
tation home near here this morning 
while he slept, bringing to an end 
his courageous battle of nearly a 
year against heart disease. A nurse 
going to his home at 6 o’clock found 
him dead, and physicians said death 
had come an hour before. 

Stallings, a colorful figure, both as 
a player and a manager, was forced 
to relinquish active management of 
his Montreal club in the Interna- 
tional League in the midst. of the 
pennant campaign last ason be- 
cause of the heart affliction. 

He was a native of Augusta, Ga., 
but had lived near here for thirty- 
five years when he was not attend- 
ing to his baseball duties. 

A widow and three sons survive. 
His sons are White Stallings of Chi- 
cago, Vernon Stallings of New York 
and George Stallings Jr. of Haddock. 

Two brothers, T. H. Stallings of 
Augusta and Frank Stallings of 
Akron, Ohio, survive. 

Funeral services probably will be 
held at the home near here, with 
interment at Macon, Ga. 





Gave Montreal Organized Balt. 


MONTREAL, May 13 ().—George 
T. Stallings, well-known figure in 
baseball, who died at his plantation 
in Haddock, Ga., today, was the man 
who brought International Class AA 
baseball back to Montreal last sea- 
son after a lapse of sixteen years.

Stallings managed Detroit in 1901, 
the first year of the club. In 1909 
he succeeded Kid Elberfeld, who had 
taken the place of Clark Griffith in 
midseason of the previous year as 
pilot of the Yankees. Stallings led 
the New York .Americans in 1908 
and pest of 1918. 

Stallings took charge of the Braves, 
then owned by James E. Gaffney, 
in 1913 after the team had finished 
last in 1912. Stallings finished at the 
top of the second division in 1913 and 
then led in 1914. He finished second 
in 1915 and third the next year, ‘but 
was never close thereafter. He ended 
his career at Boston at the close of 
the.1923 season, when the Braves fin- 
ished seventh. . 

Stallings bought into the Rochester 
club in the International League in 
1924. In 1927 he sold his interest 
and retired from. baseball, but came 
back last year at the head of a syn- 
dicate which bought the Montréal 
franchise.

There was more than one surprise 
at Jamaica yesterday, but perhaps 
the outstanding one of the afternoon 
occurred in the third race. This was 
the twenty-first running of the 
Greenfield Claiming Stakes, for 
2-year-olds. Nine were named over 
night for the five-furlong scamper, 
but three were withdrawn, and of 
the six left the best liked was T. M. 
Cassidy’s Meltelian, a Polymelian 
colt which had shown considerable 
promise in two previous efforts. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
public felt very much as though 
Meltelian was far the best in the 
field and played him accordingly, 
with the result that he went to the 
post the hot favorite at 13 to 10. In 
the race, however, was a& maiden 
flying the colors of William Ziegler | 
Jr. This colt was Golden Plume 
and the chestnut son of Golden 
Broom no longer is @# maiden. 

Golden Plume, with Mack Garner 
riding, was a 10-to-1 shot, and of 
the six in the race he was Masaya | 
the only one that wasn’t re 
around generously as a sure thing. 


But he won the race by a length and 
a half and Meltelian was fourth. 


Triumph Worth $3,925. 


The victory was worth $3,925, and 
it was the opinion after the race 
that the winner was a pretty nice 
colt. Meltelian was claimed for his 
entered price of $6,500 by W. F. 
Benton. 

Golden Plume showed a nice turn 
of speed from the snap of the bar- 
rier, jumping into the lead and never 
being headed. Portsur ran within 
a head of the Ziegler colt to the 
stretch and Garner was forced to go 
to the whip to keep Golden Plume 
going strongly, especially when Port- 
sur came up fast on the outside and 
challenged. Portsur got even with 
Golden Plume and the two raced 
that way for a bit when Portsur 
hung and Golden Plume went right 
out to win and did it handily enough 
under a drive. 

Meltelian kept in the fight to the 
eighth pole and then was pinched 
back and stopped. Wrackster 
worked up on the rail and finished 
strongly to get third. 

There was wild consternation when 
the barried snapped to let the fielu 
of three away in the fifth race. 
When Mars Cassidy gave the word, 
Panuco, with McCoy “in the saddle, 
was away like a flash and the other 
two were left almost standing.

EFORE the Sunday game between the Giants and 
the Cubs, Arthur Nehf was sitting in the Chicago 
dugout talking about the Giant hitters. He talked 

of Roush, Jackson, Terry and Hogan and then r-- 
marked decisively that Freddie Lindstrom was the 
cleverest of them all at the plate and the hardest man 
to fool in a pinch. In the sixth inning of that game 
Freddie came to the plate with two on bases and 
hoisted one of Nehf’s shoots into the right-field stand 
for a homer, proving that Arthur’s earlier oration 
was perfectly justified. 

Manager Joe McCarthy also delivered a little pre- 
game oration and had the pleasure of seeing the game 
produce plenty of evidence for the thesis he was. up- 
holding. 

‘“‘Where,’’ asked Mr. McCarthy, ‘‘do they get that 
stuff about the bandbox park of the Cubs and the 
flocks of homers that are made in our park? How 
many homers do Cohen and Hogan make in Chicago? 
How about these stands here? Look at the games that 
have been decided on homers here since the start of 
this season. Look at the stands there in right field. 
Let them count up the homers here before they start 
yelling about our park.”’ 

Then the teams went out and scored twelve runs, 
the first nine of which were driven in by homers. 
There were five round-trip blows, and Hack Wilson's 
was the only real rousing rap in the assortment. 


The Pitching Problem. 


In many quarters the Cubs are credited with having 
the best pitching staff in either league. They have 
Charley Root, Sheriff Blake, Pat Malone, Guy Bush, 
Arthur Nehf and Hal Carlson, all of whom might be 
rated as regulars. How can Manager McCarthy give 
them enough work to keep them in real form? 

“That’s the least of my worrics,’’ said McCarthy. 
“‘Double-headers will be coming along soon, and, any- 
way, with this lively ball and the short fences, pitchers 
are knocked out of tne box so often, there’s no trouble 
finding work for them all. Then there’s another thing. 
Remember the Pirates last year? They started with 
Miljus, who had been a world’s series sensation against 
the Yankees the year before, Kremer, Meadows, 
Grimes, Hill and Dawson. That’s six, isn’t it? All of 
‘em regulars, too. And how many pitchers did they 
have when they needed ‘em? One, just one. Grimes. 
The same thing could happen to any other team.” 

All of which is true enough. Incidentally, McCarthy 
was not very happy over (the Hartnett situation. 
Gabby’s arm hasn’t responded to treatment as Mc- 
Carthy had hoped. 

“It isn’t that we miss Gabby’s hitting,’’ said the 
Cub manager, ‘‘but he peps up the whole team. I'd 
say we were 20 per cert stronger defensively with him 
in there jazzing things up. He’s like a dynamo. But, 
hang it; his arm isn’t right, and I’m planning to ship 
him home to get his tonsils snatched out. The doctors 
think they ate in bad shape and secreting some poison 
that affects his arm. It’ll mean a lot to us if he can 
clear up his trouble and get to work regularly.” 


Long Swingers. 


As a tcam. the Cubs can be set down as long swing- 
ers at the plate. That is: Few of them ‘‘choke their 
bats’? as a regular thing. All of them except Clyde 
Beck and Don Miguel Gonzales grab their bats down 
near the knob, and most of them use fairly long 
bats, too. 


The Giants vary. Welsh and Ott hold their bats 


| short. Cohen and Terry use a medium grip. Roush 


appears to use a medium grip, too, for he holds his 
hands apart and the upper one is fairly high on the 
bat. But he slides the upper hand down to the lower 
one when he swings, sc he belongs in the long-grip 
class. Lindstrom and Jackson carry the bat long. 
Bob O'Farrell is like Roush. He holds his hands apart 
in ‘‘addressing the ball,’’ but they are together when 
he hits. 

Bake Ruth holds his bat at the very end. It is a 
long and heavy bludgeon that the Babe uses, and the 
knob, pressing into the Babe’s right hand as he swings, 
frequently tears the skin and draws bleod. Asked 
why he didn’t file down the knob or have his bats 
made with the ‘‘mushroom”’ or oval knob that seems 
to have disappeared from the bat rack, the Babe said: 

“If I did, the bat would fly out of my hands, and I'd 
kill somebody in the right-field bleachers.”’ 

Which recalls that Larry Doyle, after maiming a 
sufficient number of catchers and pitchers by throw- 
ing his bat around indiscriminately, used to loop it 
to his wrist with a leather thong, 


The Art of Throwing. 


If you asked the infielders of the St. Louis Browns, 
they woulc probably tell you that Wally Schang is 
heaving a 16-pound shot down their way to halt base 
runners instead of throwing a regulation baseball. 
Waliy was always like that. He puts all his weight on 
his throws, and the inficlders insist that the weight 
is still on it when they catch it. 

There's some mystery in this, and no scientist has 
yet taken the trouble to analyze and explain it. Throw- 
ing with the same speed, one player can make a ball 
float down like a feather, and another player, throw- 
ing the same ball, can make it feel like a steamer 
trunk dropped out of a third-floor window. 

Left-handed first basemen, throwing across the dia- 
mond, usually throw what the players call a ‘‘heavy 
bal!."". A side-arm thrower usually throws a heavier 
ball than an overhand thrower, but there are excep- 
tions. A fast ball thrown by a pitcher doesn’t feel 
half as heavy as a much slower knuckle ball, screw 
ball or fork ball. 

It must be the way the ba!l is gripped that makes 
the difference. In which case infielders should insist 
that catchers learn the grip that sends the light ball 
zipping for the bag. 


Rating the Throwers. 


The St. Louis Cardinals are loud in their claim that 
Chick Hafey is the prize thrower among the outfield- 
ers in the National League, and if the debate gets 
hot enough, they will include the American League, 
too. Among the infielders, Travis Jackson stands 
high if not at the top. There is no shortstop in the 
National League who can equal him at whipping the 
ball across the diamond. Direct comparison is avail- 
able in this case, but how the American League short- 
stops compare with Jackson in throwing is a matter 
of opinion. Chalmers Cissell of the White Sox can go 
behind third base and still throw out fast runners at 
the first station, which is the real test. 

Harry Rice of the Tigers is a fine thrower among 
the American League outfielders. Sam Rice was, but 
Sam is slipping a bit. For many years most ball play 
ers rated Bob Meusel the best thrower they had ever 
seen, but Bob seems to have lost some of his former 
deadly accuracy. For accuracy, timeliness and head- 
work in throwing, Babe Ruth rates rather close to 
the top.

BERLIN, May 13.—The govern- 
ment’s bill providing for the flota- 
tion of a 500,000,000-mark (about 
$125,000,000) non-taxable loan was 
introduced in the Reichstag today by 
Dr. Rudolf Hilterding, the Finance 
Minister, who advocated the measure 
on the ground that the present con- 
dition of the Reich’s exchequer de- 
manded urgent mobilization of 
domestic capital pending adjustment 
of federal finances. 

The proposed loan, Dr. Hilferding 
said, was wholly in the nature of an 
urgent emergency measure which 
could not be avoided in view of the 
tightening of the money market due 
to the differences at the Paris repa- 
ration discussions and does not war- 
rant any apprehensions in regard to 
the Reich’s financial status, which is 
now being subjected to a thorough 
overhauling and coordination. 

In order to make the loan attrac- 
tive, the Minister said, the govern- 
ment had decided to por t from 
taxation in lieu of seeking relief 
through a series of short-time cred- 
its. He cited English and Continental 
precedents for the overnment’s 
present procedure, stating that the 
governments mentioned invariably 
tapped domestic capital markets to 
meet transitory budgetary require- 
ments. 

In addition to the 500,000,000-mark 
loan the government also will float 
an issue of preferred shares of the 
Federal railways, which will be 
offered to the public, savings banks 
and insurance sampanies. 

While the debate that followed the 
first reading of the government’s 
loan bill indicated considerable op- 

osition to the measure among 

eichstag parties, it will receive, 
Nevertheless, the necessary support 
when the final vote is taken, and the 
loan will go on the market at the 
end of this month. 


ACQUIRE RIVAT PATENTS. 


American and British Celanese Con- 
eerns Get Weighting Process Control 


The Celanese Corporation of Amer- 
ica and the British Celanese, Ltd., 


jointly have acquired patents issued 
in all important countries in the 
world, covering the weighting proc- 
ess for cellulose acetate yarns and 
fabrics, it was announced yesterday. 
These patents were taken out by S. 
Rivat, chief chemist of the Lyons 
Piece Dye Works of Paterson. With 
others previously controlled by the 
affiliated celanese companies it is 
said they assure virtual international 
control of the weighting process for 
synthetic yarns and fabrics made by 
the cellulose acetate method. 

Dr. Camille Dreyfus, president of 
the Celanese Corporation, said Mr. 
Rivat had demonstrated that celanese 
materials underwent weighting more 
readily than natural silk fibers and 
afterward possessed body and drapi- 
ness, two essential requisites of 
modern gown fabrics.

One morning Mr. Bliss called his 
neighbors to a conference and put 
this question to them: Would it 
not be desirable if this rear lot 


were divided into four little gar- 
dens, to be kept as such forever? 
They agreed that it would be 
desirable indeed. 


Mr. Bliss sent for his attorney and 
a solemn Covenant was drawn 
which deeded to each of the 
neighbors that part of Ipt No. 5 
which abutted his property, there- 
by “securing to each of the parties 
and the heirs and assigns of each 
++. an open space... improving 
the light and ventilation .. . as 
well as making the neighborhood 
more desirable and ornamental,” 


Ne Stable, Forge or Foundry 
On their part, the neighbors 
pledged themselves never to re- 
place the little gardens with any 
“stable, stall, smith shop, furnace 
forge, steam engine, foundry or 
factory” nor, for that matter, any 


other kind of building. 


Years went away, taking with 
them, one by one, ‘all those who 
had signed the Covenant, but the 
Covenant and its restrictions re- 
mained. The gardens disappeared 
beneath a cement walk and the 
“open space” became a mere

Not to Change Sheet Prices. 


No immediate change in prices on 
sheets and pillow cases is antici- 
pated here by leading handlers of 
these goods, it was said yesterday, 
nor is any revision in quotations on 
standard wide sheetings thought 
probable.

No Cotton Goods Gain Until 1930. 


One of the best-posted commission 
house executives in the Worth 
Street district predicted yesterday 
that the cotton goods industry, as 
a whole, would not find itself on a 
basis satisfactory to the mills until 
early 1930. “IT am not unduly 
pessimistic,’’ he explained, ‘‘but I 
can see nothing that promises any 
radical im rovement in the general 
situation during the remainder of 
this year. Demand may increase, 
but if it does production will more 
than keep pace and profits will con- 
tinue to suffer. A large enough cot- 
ton crop this year to enable the mills 
to buy the staple at not over 15 cents 
is necessary to effect a real change, 
and the quickest that such a change 
could come about is early next 
year.”’

J. Spencer Smith, president of the 
New Jersey State Board of Commerce

free lighterage and they plan to ask 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- | 
sion to end the practice to protect 
themselves and other parts of the 
port.

Mr. Smith denied that anything 
but a desire to have all parts of the 
port treated alike and to end the 
attacks on the port prompted the 
New Jersey groups to open their 
fight. 

“The New Jersey shore front to- 
day,’’ he said, ‘‘has free lighterage 
as has the New York shore front. 
Cur position is the same as that 
of the sections across the harbor, 
and if a charge is made by the rail- 
roads for lighterage our situation 
will be precisely the same as any 
other port in the harbor. New Jer- 
sey stands four square to the wind 
for sound economic practices in 
rates. She asks for no favors or 
rate advantages as against her part- 
ner in the port, New York City. She 
asks that all parts of the port dis- 
trict be treated alike by the rail car- 
riers. If this policy is not in keep- 
ing with port unity, then we do not

STUCK ANCHOR HELD 
ROOSEVELT 4 HOURS | 





Second Difficulty Revecled When’ 
Delayed Liner Arrives Here a 
With Broken Tarbine. 


The United States liner President | 
Roosevelt arrived yesterday from 
Halifax after being delayed three 
days by an engine mishap and a} 
stopover at the Canadian port for; 
fuel. 

Since she was taken from the New! 
York to Havana run, the Roosevelt 
has had many troubles. Following 
an overhauling last month prepart- 
tory to the transfer of the ship to 
the Chapman interests, fire broke 
out in a boiler room and one man 
was killed and several injured. 

A few days later the ship sailed 
for Plymouth, Cherbourg and Bre- 

en. On the return voyage trouble 
again descended and, according to 
pasengers who arrived in New York 
by train last Sunday, the liner was 
delayed four hours in Queenstown 
when the anchor could not be raised. 

The worst trouble came last week, 
when the port low-pressure rotor be- 
came disabled, making it necessary 
to disengage the turbine. According 
to William Perrott, operating mana- 
ger of the line, who described the 
mishap yesterday, the speed of the 
Roosevelt was reduced to 14 knots 
and the strain on the working en- 
gines increased fuel consumption so 
considerably that it was necessary to 
put into Halifax for refueling. 

Meanwhile, the scheduled transfer 
of the ship to the new operators was 
postponed and may not take place 
until her next trip.

‘“‘When we left Hoboken I was at 
the wheel and I am positive she had 
no list,” he said. ‘‘When I took the 
wheel Sunday afternoon the Vestris 
was not keeping her course. The 
port engines were stopped and the 
starboard engines were going slow 
ahead. I was ordered to keep the 
wheel hard a-starboard so as to keep 
her head up to the sea. The wheel 
was still kept in that position when 
I returned to duty at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. Just before 4 o’clock 
I noticed the compass reading was 
north, 40 west. The course had 
been south, 8 east, but her head had 
swung round. It was then that I 
overheard the message from the 
chief engineer.’’
